A FRESH drive is to be 
launched to attract more tour¬ 
ists to Oswestry. 

The move has come after councillors 
were told the number of people using 
Oswestry Visitor and Exhibition Cen¬ 
tre had declined over the past three 
years. 

Just over 850 people visited 
the centre in August compared 
to just under 1,200 last year and 
1,300 in 2016. 

Town councillors are to meet 
the Oswestry Borderland Tour¬ 
ism group and contact the new 
Business Improvement District 
team to discuss the future of 
tourism in the town. 

Mayor Sandy Best told last 
week’s town council amenities 
committee meeting: “We have tried every pos¬ 
sible way to look at tourism and whether it is 
the responsibility of this council I don’t know. 
Oswestry is not a tourist town - it is not a Lla¬ 
ngollen.” 

Councillor Mike Coppock said: “You cannot 
define this town. It may not be a tourist desti¬ 
nation in its own right but as a town within a 
tourism area it certainly attracts visitors.” 

The town council’s role in attracting visitors 
was praised by Councillors Steve Mason and 
Mike Isherwood who pointed out events such 
as Christmas Live and last month’s Oswestry 
Balloon Festival in Cae Glas Park drew in thou¬ 
sands of people. 

Meanwhile, councillors were due to meet last 
night (Wednesday) to discuss whether to give 
£15,000 to next year’s balloon festival which will 
have an overall cost of £25,000. 

The council gave £10,000 to this year’s fes¬ 
tival and a report said the event was a success 
but warned that unless local businesses backed 
next year’s event through sponsorship, the fes¬ 
tival may not take place.

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1,500 jobs scheme 'set to 
start in two to three years'

WORK should begin within the 
next three years on the building 
of an innovation park on the out¬ 
skirts of Oswestry that will bring 
1,500 jobs. 

It was hoped spades would already 
be in the ground to construct the park 
on 57 acres of land off Mile End round¬ 
about. 

Last year politicians said the first phase 
of the work would begin in 2019, however 
that target date has now been shelved. 
Other issues have got in the way of the 
start date, however Shropshire Council 
deputy leader Steve Charmley said within 
two or three years, construction work will 
begin. He said: “Work has had to take place 
to unlock all the correct funding, and that 
has now been secured. There has also been 
other issues because a number of different 
projects are all interlinked, it is like a jig¬ 
saw. 

Prepare 

“The work to prepare for the 600 homes 
on land nearby had to be sorted, then there 
needs to be the changes to the Mile End 
roundabout to unlock the entrance to the 
innovation park. That is going to be done 
now and the plans will come out very soon, 
and then that will allow the innovation 
park to begin. It is a very long process 
with a lot of problems getting in the way of 
things. But now all the pieces of the jigsaw 
are together we can expect work to begin 
within the next two to three years. 

Earlier this year it was hoped the first 
phase of the project would be ready for 
2019, however that won’t be happening. 
Plots will be available for local companies 
seeking to expand, new inward investors 
and developers augmenting their portfolio. 

The local authority is also keen to de¬ 
velop incubation and start-up space, and 
wanted to welcome potential investors to 
work with them on making this happen. 

Sites will be available from 0.6 acres to 
nine acres, capable of accommodating a 
range of properties from 20,000 square foot 
to 150,000 square foot.

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Former 
bank could 
have a new 
lease of life 

A DISUSED former bank in Oswestry 
could soon have a new lease of life. 

Solicitors GHP Legal recently pur¬ 
chased the vacant Co-Op Bank build¬ 
ing which is based on The Cross in the 
town centre and is now proposing to 
move in. 

Its offices are currently based on 
nearby Willow Street. 

The proposed scheme would include 
refurbishment works to the interior 
and exterior of the two-storey build¬ 
ing. 

A planning statement by agent 
Gavin Porritt, of DPA Ltd, says: 
“GHP Legal have purchased the 
building to allow them to operate 
within the town centre. 

“GHP Legal are seeking permis¬ 
sion to carry out the necessary works 
to enable the business to continue to 
expand, flourish and assist members 
of the public.” 

As well as the refurbishment there 
is a submission for new signage on the 
front of the building. 

The Co-op Bank decided to close its 
Oswestry branch in 2016 because of 
the increase in online banking. 

Since then it has been earmarked 
for other uses including those by res¬ 
taurateur Enrico Vittone who had 
hoped to launch an Italian eatery in 
the building. 

It went under the hammer with a 
guide price of £100,000 in Manchester 
in June.

Highways agency gives 
view on 150-homes bid

HIGHWAYS England says it is 
happy that plans for 150 homes 
in Oswestry can go ahead - but 
only after improvements are 
made to the Mile End rounda¬ 
bout on the bypass. 

The agency, responsible for the 
strategic roads network, has been in 
discussion with developers over the 
proposals since a planning application 
was made in January 

A report from the agency to Shropshire 
Council said mitigation work is needed at 
the Mile End roundabout. 

“We are able to confirm that the informa¬ 
tion is now sufficient to consider the trans¬ 
port implications of the development upon 
the A5 Trunk Road,” divisional director, 
Catherine Brookes, said. 

Widening 

“This includes widening the A483 north¬ 
bound approach at the junction.” 

The report says that, in parallel to the 
development of the applicant’s scheme 
package Highways England has been work¬ 
ing with Shropshire Council to explore fur¬ 
ther opportunities for funding for a more 
substantial improvement of the affected 
junction in this location. It said: “High¬ 
ways England has sought to recommend 
an approach to planning conditions that 
will allow either eventuality to be easily 
adopted as may be appropriate at the time 
the applicant comes to discharge planning 
conditions.” 

Conditions Highways England are calling 
for include that the development should 
not be occupied until a scheme of highways 
improvement works to the A5/A483 Mile 
End roundabout had been fully constructed 
to ensure the safe and free flow of traffic on 
the A5, part of the Strategic Road Network. 

It is also decreeing that no development 
should be started until a Construction Traf¬ 
fic Management Plan has been submitted 
to and approved in writing, by the local 
planning authority following consultation 
with the Highways Authority for the A5. 


BREXITEER and North Shropshire 
MP Owen Paterson has insisted it is 
not the Prime Minister that should 
change but her plans over leaving 
the EU. 

Mr Paterson is one of those behind 
the European Research Group’s al¬ 
ternative paper to Theresa May’s 
Chequers plan, which sets out what 
he called common sense solutions. 

The move has been seen by many 
as a bid to out Mrs May from the 
top job in the government. But Mr 


Paterson said that was not the in¬ 
tention. “This is not about person¬ 
alities,” he said. 

“I am not calling for the Prime 
Minster to stand down. This is 
about policies. Chequers is wrong 
- it is unworkable. In the course of 
writing this paper we have talked to 
people of long experience. We have 
talked to people in the freight indus¬ 
try, people in business and people in 
finance and security.” 

The European Research Group’s 


aper looks in detail at the border 
e tween Northern Ireland and the 
Republic of Ireland. 

Mr Paterson, former Northern 
Ireland secretary, reiterated his in¬ 
sistence that a common sense solu¬ 
tion can be found. 

He reiterated comments by the 
group chairman Jacob Rees-Mogg 
that the publication of the report 
was intended as a positive contribu¬ 
tion to the debate - not a political 
snipe at Mrs May.

The cluster was established in 2015 as an 
equal partnership of Abermule with Lland- 
yssil, Montgomery, Berriew, Kerry, Sarn 
and Dolfor, Forden, Leighton and Trelys- 
tan Councils, representing around 8,000 
residents. Originally formed in response 
to Powys County Council moves towards 
service devolution, the cluster has explored 
co-operative working to the benefit of its 
communities. Cluster chairman Council¬ 
lor Lionel Weaver said: “This study offers 
us the resources to focus on how we could

last week found that despite his behaviour, 
Dr Jones’s fitness to practice is not im¬ 
paired. 

However he was given a warning, with 
the tribunal stating his conduct did not 
meet that required of a doctor. 

The tribunal in Manchester heard Dr 
Jones qualified in 2017, and has been work¬ 
ing as a junior doctor at Sunderland Royal 
Hospital. 

On October 1, he had been at a nightclub 
dancing with friends, and at one point he 
had a friend on his shoulders, so door staff 
asked both men to leave. 

They were restrained, escorted down two 
flights of stairs, and evicted from the night¬ 
club. Once outside, Dr Jones punched one 
of the doormen in the face. 

He was held by door staff before being 
arrested and spending a night in the police 
cell. The tribunal heard how Dr Jones im¬ 
mediately realised he made a catastrophic 
error and apologised to the door staff. 

He said he had an “overwhelming sense 
of shame”, and said he was embarrassed 
and humiliated about what he had done. 

The report at the conclusion of the tribu¬ 
nal stated: “My time in the police cell will 
always haunt me.” 

He said he was not a violent person and 
that, by his act, he had let himself and his 
family down. 

Dr Jones said: “My actions were childish, 
irresponsible, and far below the standard 
expected of me as a doctor.” 

A number of references were given in his 
favour, before on Friday the tribunal de¬ 
termined that his fitness to practice is not 
currently impaired. 

However he was issued with a warning, 
which stated: “This conduct does not meet 
the standards required of a doctor. 

“It risks bringing the profession into dis¬ 
repute and it must not be repeated.”

Leaked plans for the down- 
scaling of Welshpool’s library 
and museum come as no great 
shock to anyone involved in lo¬ 
cal government, with similar 
schemes having happened in 
other areas of Powys - but that 
doesn’t make them right. 

There’s been a social media 
outcry since the leak was con¬ 
firmed as genuine by Powys 
County Council cabinet mem¬ 
bers with the plans viewed as 
another kick in the teeth for 
Welshpool people to accept. 

It comes hot on the heels that 
Neuadd Maldwyn - once the 
headquarters of Montgomery¬ 
shire County Council - is being 
sold off and jobs either trans¬ 
ferred to other towns or lost 
completely. 

As a serving county councillor 
I have to recognise the level of 
financial crisis being faced by 
Powys County Council and the 
need to transform. 

And unfortunately that means 
a lot of very unpopular decisions 
are having to be made and top 
of the list will be cuts to servic¬ 
es not deemed as essential like 
children and adult care. 

But I will not be supporting or 
voting for these cuts because I 
feel they are basically flawed and 
will inevitably lead to the end of 
both library and museum servic¬ 
es in the town. 

I trust my fellow Welshpool 
area councillors will be joining 
me in opposition. 

It is inconceivable to me that 
there is room in the current 
Powysland Museum to accom¬ 
modate a library offering any¬ 
thing like the service the town 
deserves and it will be the end 
of the delightful museum as we 
know it. 

There is an argument of course 
that libraries as we know them 
are things of the past with more 
people going online for their 
reading material and the county 
authority can produce the figures 
to back up this theory. 

And cabinet members will 
argue that similar changes are 
working well in other towns in 
Powys - but that doesn’t mean 
that will be the same in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

My worry is that this is just 
the first nail in coffins of both 
the library and museum so I will 
continue to oppose such moves 
and vote against them when they 
come before full council. 

Cabinet members say simi¬ 
lar cuts are taking place across 
the county but that’s not true 
because the previous team 
committed millions to a project 
in Brecon which is running mas¬ 
sively over budget. 

What’s fair for one town should 
be fair for all.

JONNY DRURY interviews 
former England women's 
cricket captain Charlotte 
Edwards 


ON the day that one former 
England captain rounded off 
his glittering career with a cen¬ 
tury another was in the region 
to open a £800,000 sports cen¬ 
tre. 

At the same time as Alistair Cook 
was clocking up a century during his 
final test match innings, Charlotte 
Edwards CBE, who led the Eng¬ 
land women’s team to a World Cup 
win and Ashes triumphs official¬ 
ly opened the new sports centre at 
Oswestry School. 

The investment has led to the school’s 
first major sports hall, and the former 
England skipper met with local digni¬ 
taries and students during a talk and 
demonstration afternoon. 

The former batter called time on 
her career last year and is now visiting 
schools and coaching, in a bid to continue 
raising the profile of women’s cricket. 

She said: “It is nice to come to events 
like this and open buildings, it is quite an 
honour really. 

“If someone said I would be doing this 
20 years ago, I wouldn’t have believed 
them so it is a great honour to come and 
do this today. 

“Cricket, especially women’s cricket 
has really grown in recent years and fa¬ 
cilities like this will help the sport grow 
even further. 

“Since retiring I have done a few 
events like this, and it is nice to come 


out and meet young cricketers and give 
talks to them.” 

After a long consultation period the 
school decided on a design for the build¬ 
ing, which was completed this summer. 

It has indoor cricket nets and can 
cater for a host of other sports such as 
handball and tennis. 

Director of sport Dominic Bradburn 
said: “To have someone like Charlotte 
come and open the sports hall is a real 
honour. 

“From a sports point of view this is 
a brilliant investment and has taken 
some time to come about. 

“It will be used by the 450 plus pupils 
every day, with after school clubs and 
other clubs in the area.” 

Edwards’s career spanned more than 
20 years, and saw her rise to the very 


top of the game. She became the first 
player, either male or female, to score 
2,500 runs in T20 internationals, and 
captained England on 220 occasions. 

She has been named one of the Wis- 
den Cricketers of the Year, won Ashes 
tours and the 2009 World Cup in Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Her counterpart in the men’s game 
for many years was Cook, who sur¬ 
passed more records on his way to a 
century in his final test. 

She heaped praise on Cook, saying 
cricket has been very lucky to have him. 

She said: “He is a world class crick¬ 
eter to have done what he has done in 
the game. 

“It was fitting to see him get the cen¬ 
tury today, I think English cricket has 
been lucky to have a great player like 


Alistair, but also a great person as well. I 
have been to many events with him, and 
he has been fantastic for English cricket, 
and his century is a fitting send off.” 

During her visit to Oswestry School, 
the 38-year-old also spoke about a young 
batsman who will be looking to emulate 
Edwards’s and Cook’s success in the 
coming years. 

Joe Clarke, a former batsman at 
Oswestry Cricket Club has been light¬ 
ing up the County Championship with 
Worcestershire in recent years. 

And Edwards believes he isn’t far 
away from an England senior call up. 

She said: “There has been a lot of talk 
about Joe and I know he is very highly 
thought of in the England set-up. 

“He hasn’t had the season he has 
been hoping for, but he is part of a lot 
of up-and-coming-players who will get 
chances.” 

Edwards called time on her England 
career in 2016, and on her professional 
career after turning out for the South¬ 
ern Vipers in the women’s super league 
last year. 

Now she fills her time with coach¬ 
ing for three months in Australia, and 
also serves as Hampshire’s Director of 
Cricket. 

She said women’s cricket has come a 
long way since she made her debut in 
1996, and believes the next five years 
offer scope for it to grow even further. 

She added: “When I began playing I 
played in a skirt and a blazer I had to 
buy myself. 

“There has been a big change in the 
last 20 years, and English cricket in 
both the men’s and women’s game is in 
a great place. 

“It is an exciting time to be a young 
aspiring women’s cricketer, and in the 
coming years I want to give something 
back to help English cricket grow even 
further.”

Coverage of politics at West¬ 
minster is obsessing about every 
minor detail of the Brexit discus¬ 
sions, while very little attention is 
being paid to the Budget, only a 
few weeks away. What chang¬ 
es do we want to see from the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer? 
The challenge he faces is not 
easy. The overall financial posi¬ 
tion of the Exchequer is better 
than we might have expected, 
(despite the ubiquitous and ri¬ 
diculous ‘fear’ predictions ema¬ 
nating from the Treasury before 
the EU Referendum in 2016). But 
the recently announced massive 
annual £20 billion increase in 
NHS investment will have to be 
paid for. There is also a real need 
to increase investment in social 
care and defence. 

Where is the extra money to 
come from? Over recent weeks 
I’ve received hundreds of emails 
calling for an ‘Amazon Tax’, sug¬ 
gesting that this would make 
a difference. Because Amazon 
is such a massive worldwide 
business, with a market capital¬ 
isation of over £1 trillion, there’s 
a widespread assumption that 
paying just £4.6 million in Cor¬ 
poration Tax is ‘cheating the sys¬ 
tem’. I also hope the Chancellor 
will find a way of extracting more 
tax out of the several worldwide 
companies who do not have a 
High Street presence, but, as 
always, these campaigns are not 
what they seem. 

Firstly, it’s not Amazon (the 
worldwide monolith) which is 
based in the UK - it’s a subsid¬ 
iary (Amazon UK Services) and 
it’s run from about a dozen giant 
warehouses. Its profits in the UK 
are actually well below £100 mil¬ 
lion, which is not a base to make 
any significant boost to Treasury 
income. Even so, its tax bill still 
seems low. It’s important to un¬ 
derstand why. 

Amazon (and others) are also 
said to have unfair advantage 
over other retailers by paying 
less business rates. It’s true 
that Amazon has developed a 
business model not based on 
the High Street, but on property 
where business rates are more 
affordable, enabling its prices to 
be more competitive. 

And finally there is the bizarre 
position of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, head of the Church 
of England, publicly criticising 
Amazon - only for us to discover 
that the Church has millions of 
pounds invested in Amazon. Yes, 
I hope the Chancellor can find a 
way to raise more tax from the 
Amazons of our world, but let’s 
not pretend it’s straightforward 
or would make any significant 
difference.

A PLANNING application to turn 
a village pub into three houses 
has been re-submitted by a de¬ 
velopment company. 

The Four Crosses Inn had been run¬ 
ning at a loss for around 10 years and 
closed earlier this year with develop¬ 
ers looking to covert it into homes. 

An application from Buckingham-based 
developers Eaglescourt Developments back 
in 2015 was rejected by just one vote when 
it went before the planning committee. 

The pub, in Four Crosses, between 
Welshpool and Oswestry, was hit by the 
opening of the village bypass. 

Now the company has re-submitted plans 
to build three dwellings and add a first and 
ground floor extension. 

The developers have argued in their 
statement, posted on the Powys Planning 
Portal, that the development would help 
with the affordable housing issue in the 
county. 

All properties would be three bedroom, 
and the development company has said 
there will be no issue with parking or access 
off the main road. 

It has also said it fits in with the planning 
framework, and has urged planners and the 
committee to pass the proposals. 

It was refused for a number of reasons 
back in 2015, including re-starting the pub 
or using it for another use. 

Back in 2015, Rob Mills from the devel¬ 
oping company said it had been making a 
loss and was closed, and was on the market 
for 18 months at a fair price and there was 
no interest. 

Previous attempts to rejuvenate the pub 
have been unsuccessful.

No black 
officers at 
high rank in 
police force 

NEW figures have shown a police 
force employs no high ranking black 
or ethnic minority officers. 

Home office data in March of this 
year, shows that there were no BME 
officers employed by Dyfed-Powys 
Police that were of the rank of chief 
inspector or higher, with the highest 
ranked being a sergeant. 

In West Mercia Police, a total of 
nine special constables who are black 
or ethnic minority are employed by 
the force, along with a number of 
other staff members. 

In total in Dyfed-Powys employs 13 
full time BME officers, 10 men and 
three women. 

BME people make up two per cent 
of Dyfed-Powys’s total population, 
which is slightly more than the pro¬ 
portion of BME officers. 

The Lammy Review, an investiga¬ 
tion by MP David Lammy into the 
treatment of BME people in the crim¬ 
inal justice system, found that black 
and ethnic minority people often do 
not like engaging with the police as 
they do not feel represented. 

Ian Saunders, chairman of the Po¬ 
lice Federation’s equality sub-com¬ 
mittee said: “It is vital that the police 
service reflects the communities we 
serve to ensure we are able to police 
as effectively as possible. 

“The Police Federation supports 
efforts to increase diversity, raise 
awareness and promote best practice 
about the issue. 

“And we recognise that although 
there may be barriers to recruiting of¬ 
ficers from BME backgrounds, more 
must be done to attract but also re¬ 
tain these officers and to positively 
support their career development to 
ensure that we are a service that is 
truly reflective of our communities.”

Clubs not 
happy with 
soccer pitch 
shake-up 

SPORTS clubs have hit out at having 
to cancel football matches as a result 
of losing pitches to the development 
of a new primary school. 

Powys County Council is develop¬ 
ing land on Salop Road in Welshpool 
and building a new primary school, 
which has taken out a number of foot¬ 
ball pitches. 

The authority said it would make 
provision elsewhere in the town for 
games to be played, but now with 
work beginning on the new school 
the football clubs are still unhappy 
the issue has not been resolved. It 
could be 12 months before a suitable 
replacement is found and some clubs 
are having to hold games in surround¬ 
ing villages. Dean Gill, of Welshpool 
Football Club, said something had to 
be done about it. 

A council spokesman said a pitch 
is available to use while the school is 
being built, and that £800,000 is going 
to be invested in sports facilities at the 
high school. He said: “Powys County 
Council consulted with local groups, 
clubs and the school on the loss of the 
playing fields and have looked at op¬ 
tions to compensate the community 
for the loss of grass pitches. The town 
of Welshpool is constrained in terms 
of available land, with the established 
playing fields owned by the town 
council already being used to capacity. 

“We have recently expanded the 
football field at Salop Fields to 90m 
by 45m, the minimum size required 
for a football pitch. 

“We believe that this pitch would 
be big enough to host junior football 
games.”

Cyclists use 
pedal power 
to help causes 

CYCLISTS from a Shropshire agricultural 
firm used pedal power to raise more than 
£1,700 for charity. 

A team for JFCAgri completed a 200- 
mile cycle from the JFC Head Office in 
Tuam, County Galway to the UK site in 
Oswestry. 

With three countries to cross in two days 
JFC’s Sue Taylor and Dave Curley, accom¬ 
panied by Stephanie Pierre, Matt Corco¬ 
ran and Frank Conway, put power to the 
pedals at 7am on the first day. They cycled 
about 100 miles to the ferry port at Dublin. 

Shropshire farmers Neil Main waring and 
Hugh Pinney joined the team at Holyhead. 
They cycled to Bethesda for bacon rolls and 
a quick water pit stop at Swallow Falls be¬ 
fore the hardest part of the challenge, the 
climb out of Betws-Y-Coed pedalling along 
Llyn Ogwen, then climbing 1,118ft to reach 
the top of the route. 

Royal Agricultural Benevolent Institu¬ 
tion representative Becky Davies set them 
off on their final section with some short 
sharp hills before crossing the finish line in 
Oswestry - covering 200 miles in two days. 

The ride was in aid of the Royal Agri¬ 
cultural Benevolent Institution, The Rid¬ 
ing for Disabled Association and Embrace 
Farm, a farm accident support network. 

Children groomed 
as ‘drug mules’ 

CHILDREN as young as 12 are being 
groomed to work as “drug mules” by deal¬ 
ers in almost 100 gang operations in the 
West Midlands, it has been warned. 

Clothing, trainers and money are given 
to vulnerable youths in exchange for car¬ 
rying drugs including heroin and crack 
cocaine. 

Supplied with a mobile phone, the chil¬ 
dren are controlled by a gang in the lat¬ 
est child exploitation grooming scandal, 
known as County Lines. 

West Mercia and Dyfed Powys police 
forces have both warned of the issue for 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. And West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s expert on slavery, Superin¬ 
tendent Nick Walton, said around 90 of the 
“lines” were operating in the region. 

It comes after 90 children were arrested 
by West Midlands Police on suspicion of 
supplying and possessing drugs last year. 

They included two 12-year-old boys, 
detained on suspicion of supplying heroin 
and cannabis. Supt Walton said: “Where as 
we used to see under 18s dealing drugs on 
the street as an offence, we are now also 
looking at potential child exploitation and 
taking a different approach.” 

Gangs launch County Lines in a bid to 
extend dealing networks and to evade po¬ 
lice attention, Supt Walton said.Within 
days a children can be groomed into carry¬ 
ing drugs for street deals. 


A SHROPSHIRE man who sold counterfeit 
goods online has been given community service 
and ordered to pay almost £8,000 in costs. 

John Paul Harrison, of 5 The Mews, Burma 
Road, Oswestry, sold fake goods purporting 
to be major brands including Adidas, Chanel, 
Super Dry and Ugg via Facebook. 

He was prosecuted by Powys County Coun¬ 
cil after establishing supply chains across the 
Shropshire/Welsh border. 

The council’s trading standards service 
warned other counterfeit traders they could 
face legal action as well as losing all the money 
made from their criminal activities. 

Harrison appeared at Llandrindod Wells 
Magistrates Court where he pleaded guilty to 
four offences under the Trade Marks Act 1994.

ARLA Foods will share its entire 2018 
profits with farmers who are strug¬ 
gling after the summer drought. 

The firm, a dairy co-operative, has a 
cheese packing firm in Oswestry and 
scores of farms across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales. 

Aria said it made the decision in light of its 
strong balance sheet and the fact that farmers 
are facing a “tough financial situation”. 

The profit is expected be up to £280 million. 

The gesture comes months after it an¬ 
nounced it was investing half a billion pounds 
throughout 2018 to improve production, which 
has included extensive work at its site on Maes- 
bury Road, Oswestry. 

Aria chairman Jan Toft Norgaard said: “As 
a farmer-owned dairy company, we care deeply 
about the livelihood of our farmers and we rec¬ 
ognise that this summer’s drought in Europe 
has been extraordinary. 

Measures 

“We are proposing that extraordinary meas¬ 
ures be taken in this situation, and the board is 
satisfied with the positive development of the 
company’s balance sheet, which makes this pro¬ 
posal possible.” 

Aria is home to brands including Anchor and 
Cravendale and has several sites across the UK, 
also including in Devon, Leeds and Aylesbury. 
It is a co-operative owned by 11,200 dairy farm¬ 
ers across Europe. 

The firm usually only pays part of its profit 
to farmers, but is making an exception this year 
as the industry struggles to pick up the pieces 
after a blazing hot summer. 

The proposal will be discussed at the next 
board meeting in October and, if approved, the 
money will be paid out in March 2019. 

“Our balance sheet has improved signifi¬ 
cantly over the last few years, and the strength 
of our balance sheet makes room for this ex¬ 
traordinary initiative while still maintaining 
our investment plans for the continued future 
growth of the company,” said Aria Foods chief 
executive Peder Tuborgh. 

A warning was issued this week that some 
food prices could rise by five per cent because 
the harvest has been hit by extreme weather. 
Richard Yates, a Bridgnorth farmer and chair¬ 
man of the NFU West Midlands Livestock 
Board, warned milk and meat may be in shorter 
supply than usual this year as farmers continue 
to count the cost of this summer’s heatwave.

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“House plan at 
pub is refused 
council approval 


Affordable housing application leads to 
firms’ worries about noise complaints 


PLANS to use space in a village pub car 
park to build a house have been refused. 

David Lloyd, landlord of the Cross Keys 
in Selattyn, had hoped to build a three-bed- 
room home with the loss of one car parking 
space. 

But a planning officer listed a series of 
reasons why it should be refused, including 
a lack of information about how it would 
impact the highway network and the 
neighbouring Grade I-listed church. 

Case officer Ollie Thomas said: “The pro¬ 
posal to provide a single detached dwelling 
to the rear of The Cross Keys and upon its 
existing car parking provision is unaccept¬ 
able. 

“The site holds a central location within 
a community cluster; however, it fails to 
reflect the site’s surroundings that would 
result in an overly cramped form of devel¬ 
opment that would adversely affect the 
wider settlement. 

“The loss of car parking has not been 
fully justified, the proposed access point 
has failed to demonstrate a safe and acces¬ 
sible access point, where the development 
of this site would exacerbate highway 
safety for the local highway network and 
all its users. The site lies within close prox¬ 
imity to designated heritage assets, where 
any harm of its significant or setting have 
not been fully justified.”

Bus routes are 
saved by firms 

TWO bus routes threatened by the de-reg- 
istration of easyCoach have been re-con¬ 
tracted to other companies. 

The 101 Bridgnorth town service was in 
jeopardy after the short term de-registra- 
tion from the bus firm. 

Shropshire Council said it had received 
notice from easyCoach. 

Now the council has announced that fol¬ 
lowing a re-tendering exercise, the contract 
has been awarded to Arriva, who will oper¬ 
ate the 101 service with no change to the 
current timetable. 

The council said it recognised the impor¬ 
tance of the 101 Bridgnorth town service to 
the passengers within Bridgnorth. 

In the north of the county the 64 bus ser¬ 
vice from Oswestry to Wrexham has been 
taken over by Tanat Valley coaches. 

Nick Culliford, operations manager at 
Tanat Valley, said the company had been 
contracted to continue the number 64 ser¬ 
vice to Wrexham. 

“The service will be pretty much running 
to the same timetable with a few slight ad¬ 
justments to some journeys,” he said. 

“We ran this service for around three 
months a year and a half ago on an emer¬ 
gency tender before it was given to easy¬ 
Coach. It is nice to be welcomed back by 
Wrexham and Denbighshire councils. It is 
a rural service which is why it is financially 
supported by both councils.” 


BUSINESSES believe complaints will be made 
about noise and emissions affecting a 100 per 
cent affordable housing development in Mid 
Wales. 

Pickstock Homes is proposing to build 54 
two, three and four bedroom houses for Mid 
Wales Housing on Gallowstree Bank in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

However businesses on the nearby Butting- 
ton Cross Enterprise Park have issued a warn¬ 
ing to Powys County Council. 

They are worried that would-be residents 
will complain about noise and emissions from 
their operations. 

Nick Scott, managing director of Pickstock 
Homes, has said they have been working with 
Powys County Council regarding reports on

certain issues to mitigate any effects. He said: 
“Powys Council’s Environmental Health Of¬ 
ficer has advised on the scope of the report we 
needed to undertake and we subsequently have 
employed an acoustic consultant to prepare a 
report in response to the agreed brief. 

“Part of this process involved taking accurate 
readings to confirm the level of noise produced 
by the industrial estate and other noise sources 
and to then model the impact on the proposed 
development. 

“From this model we have been able to 
amend the scheme proposals to include appro¬ 
priate levels of mitigation to ensure that the 


amenity of residents, both externally in their 
garden areas and internally within the dwell¬ 
ings is fully protected and that the noise levels 
produced by nearby businesses are controlled 
to below the recognised threshold contained in 
the relevant British Standards and TAN11 con¬ 
sidered to cause a nuisance. 

“The mitigation measures we have adopted 
have included a revised layout to ensure that 
the residential properties are set back from the 
boundary closest to the industrial estate, we 
have further altered the scheme design to pro¬ 
vide bungalows and incorporated an acoustic 
fence to this scheme boundary. 

“The requirement of the scheme to mitigate 
any adverse impacts of noise generated locally, 
to meet the required standards has been strin¬ 


gently administered by Powys Council and we 
are entirely satisfied that the mitigation pro¬ 
posed will ensure that the residents do not find 
the noise produced by local businesses to be a 
nuisance.” 

The scheme has received support already, 
and Mr Scott said Pickstocks has been working 
with other organisations on the project which 
will help the area’s housing needs, which hav¬ 
en’t been met in the past 

He added: “The proposed scheme will deliver 
100 per cent affordable housing and as such 
represents a very significant investment in the 
local community addressing an identified need, 
which has historically not been met. 

“We have worked closely with our partners 
Mid Wales Housing Association.”

Assistant town clerk Arren Roberts said that 
looking forward to 2018/19 the key priority 
would be progressing a long term plan for cem¬ 
etery provision for Oswestry. 

Councillors at the meeting agreed to arrange 
a seminar in the near future to look at what 
opportunities there could be for purchasing the 
required land. 

Used 

Councillor Mike Isherwood asked whether 
the chapel within the cemetery grounds was 
well used. 

Mr Roberts responded, and explained: “It is 
reasonably well used but I don’t think people 
are aware of its availability. 

“It is relatively cheap to hire and can be used 
by families before an interment.” 

Recently the council opened a new garden of 
remembrance within the cemetery to provide 
families with the chance to have their loved 
one’s ashes interred in Oswestry. 

A report to councillors said that there has 
been a narrowing of the gap between burials 
and interred cremated remains at the cemetery 
over the last few years. 

Latest figures showed that for the first time 
the number of ashes interred had overtaken the 
number of burials. 

Mayor Councillor Sandy Best praised the 
maintenance of the town cemetery but asked 
that the workforce take care when using the 
strimmer. 

The mayor said: “I was talking to a women 
recently who was very upset when she went to 
the cemetery to discover that the heads of flow¬ 
ers on the grave of one of her family had been 
taken off. 

“I suppose that is the problem of using a 
strimmer.”

Say cheers to 
a cheaper pint 

BEER prices in Shropshire are officially 
the cheapest in the UK. 

The price of beer across the UK differs 
by more than £1 a pint - with Shropshire 
and Herefordshire having the cheapest 
drinks. 

A pint in Shropshire costs less than 
£3.40, compared with £4.44 in London, the 
most expensive area for pub-goers. 

The average pint of beer across Britain 
has increased by 9p over the past year to 
£3.69, according to the new edition of the 
Good Pub Guide. 

Pubs brewing their own beer are cheaper, 
selling a pint for £3.26, the research found. 

While a pint in Shropshire and Hereford¬ 
shire will cost on average £3.37, drinks will 
typically cost people in Staffordshire £3.40, 
Yorkshire £3.42 and Northamptonshire 
£3.44, said the guide. The average cost of 
a pint in Wales is £3.48. 

The most expensive were London at 
£4.44, Surrey and Hertfordshire at £3.97, 
Berkshire and Sussex, both £3.93, and 
Kent at £3.88. 

While prices in Shropshire are relatively 
cheap, the price of a pint has risen sharply 
in recent years. And there are fears that 
prices could jump again this autumn be¬ 
cause of a difficult barley harvest. 

Gin and whisky could also be affected by 
difficulties caused first by the Beast from 
the East and later from the heatwave. 


ARRESTS of children by West Mercia Police 
have been reduced by 85 per cent in the last 
seven years, figures published by the Howard 
League for Penal Reform reveal 

Research by the charity has found that the 
police force made 805 arrests of children aged 
17 and under last year, down from 5,491 in 
2010. 

Across England and Wales, the total number 
of child arrests has been reduced by 68 per cent 
- from almost 250,000 in 2010 to 79,012 last 
year. 

The statistics, compiled from responses to 
Freedom of Information requests, show the 
continued success of a major Howard League 
programme, which involves working with police 
forces to keep as many boys and girls as possi-

A CHARITY worker is being refused 
permission to bring his Cambodian 
fiancee to Britain. 

The Rev Ross Rennie, 63, who recently 
moved to Shropshire, has spent much of 
the last few years working with his char¬ 
ity, Grace Missions, in Cambodia, where 
he met his partner, Huot Chanthoeun, 44, 
who works for the charity. 

The couple arranged their wedding at 
the register office at Shirehall in Shrews¬ 
bury, only to have to cancel when they 
were told by the Home Office that Miss 
Chanthoeun is not eligible for a visa. 

Mr Rennie, from Unicorn Road, Oswestry, 
said he has not seen his fiancee for more than 
eight months, and that all he want to do is 
spent the rest of his life with her, travelling be¬ 
tween their two countries. 

Resolve 

As well as contacting North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson, he has written several times to 
Theresa May and Home Secretary Sajid Javid 
pleading with them to resolve the situation. 

He said: “I am the founder of a charity in 
that country and I have every intention of abid¬ 
ing by British law. All we have asked them for 
is a marriage visitor’s visa. We have complied 
with all the Home Office requirements. “ 

Mr Rennie said it was illegal for him to marry 
his fiancee in Cambodia. He added: “She has 
stated clearly that all she wants is to be legally 
married. I do not believe that is too much to ask 
for in this day and age.” 

He said he was becoming so exasperated that 
he was looking at going to the Court of Human 
Rights. 

“I believe this is a fundamental right of any 
British citizen. I wish to obey the law and I 
want to use this as a test case to prove that 
there are decent, honest people in the United 
Kingdom and if the system is fair and trans¬ 
parent and free from corruption then I believe 
British citizens will obey the system. 

“I have not seen my fiancee for over eight 
months. By the time Christmas comes it will 
be a whole year. This is tantamount to torture 
when you love somebody and you cannot be 
with them.” 

The Home Office said that the visit visa had 
been refused because the immigration depart¬ 
ment was not satisfied that Miss Chanthoeun 
met the requirements of the immigration rules. 


EIGHT people in Powys have died in the last 
five years while waiting for an organ donation, 
it has been revealed. 

The figures released by NHS Blood and 
Transplant show that there are currently 10 
people from Powys on the waiting list for a new 
organ while 11 transplants have been carried 
out in the last year. 

Wales is currently the only country in the 
UK which uses an opt-out system for organ 
donation. 

People can still choose to opt in or out of

Council predicting £6 million overspend this year 


SHROPSHIRE Council is predicting it will 
overspend by more than £6 million this finan¬ 
cial year. 

A financial report says there is a potential 
overspend of £6.790m on a gross budget of 
£561.950m. 

The authority is predicting that the main 
overspend will come in children’s services, at 
just more than £3m, while it also expects to 
overspend in adult services, place, commercial 
services, finance, governance and assurance, 
workforce and transformation and public 


health. The reports are produced to track pro¬ 
gress against agreed budget decisions, and con¬ 
sider any budget changes. 

One of the efforts to produce “significant fi¬ 
nancial savings” will see the council trying to 
increase the number of foster carers, with a re¬ 
cruitment campaign already underway. 

The report says: “Firstly, children’s safe¬ 
guarding are committed to increasing foster 
placement sufficiency so that the council can 
care for more looked after children within a 
family environment. 


“This is not only in the best interests of the 
majority of looked after children but will lead 
to significant financial savings. 

“The aim is to increase the pool of foster car¬ 
ers and look to identify and support foster car¬ 
ers with looking after more complex children. 
This will reduce demand for expensive residen¬ 
tial provision. 

“To enable this to happen increased capacity 
is required in the children’s placement service 
to enable the recruitment of more carers and 
retain and support current carers. 


“A business case has been approved and a 
recruitment campaign has started. 

“In addition to this, a strategy to develop ad¬ 
ditional in-house residential provision is being 
explored with a view that internal provision 
could deliver savings through supporting a few 
of the most complex children at a lower cost 
than the market rate.” 

Costs have changed significantly within chil¬ 
dren’s services in recent months, as the coun¬ 
cil had a number of new high-cost residential 
placements.

time for a&e 
service at last 


MORE than 16,000 people have had 
their say in the Future Fit consultation 

- and now the talking has finally drawn 
to a close. 

During the past 15 weeks, clinicians have 
spoken to hundreds of people at public exhi¬ 
bition events across the region. 

More people have been reached through pop-up 
displays, medics have hosted question and answer 
sessions on Twitter and thousands of surveys have 
been filled in to leave feedback. 

It is now time for an independent company to 
look at the views which have been expressed, that 
will ultimately shape the difficult decisions health 
commissioners will have to make. 

The Future Fit programme launched more than 
four years ago in response to the Government’s 
‘Call to Action’, which asked NHS staff, patients, 
the public and politicians to come together and 
agree what changes were needed to make local 
NHS services fit for the future. 

It has since been the topic of much controversy 

- with many having different ideas on what should 
be done, with some campaigners making repeated 
calls that it should be scrapped altogether. 

Dozens of options where whittled down to just 
two, with Shropshire & Telford & Wrekin Clinical 
Commissioning Groups signing them off for pub-

lie consultation. They both involve creating an 
emergency care site for the county at either Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital or Princess Royal Hospital in 
Telford, which would deal with the most serious 
cases. 

The alternative site would take on responsibility 
for planned care and urgent care centres would be 
set up at both RSH and PRH. 

The plans will also affect where consultant-led 
women and children’s services are based. 

It could cost as much as £312 million to deliver, 
however health bosses argue the changes are nec¬ 
essary and doing nothing is not an option. They 
say it has become difficult to make sure that there 
are enough doctors, nurses and other healthcare 
staff to provide services 24-hours a day, seven days 
a week at both hospitals. 

A local and national shortage of healthcare pro¬ 
fessionals is also said to have led to difficulties in 
recruiting. 

But since the Government announced Future Fit 
would get the funding it needed, health chiefs say 
it has already led to a boost in the recruitment of 
consultants at Shropshire’s hospitals. 

A decision on the future of Shropshire’s A&E de¬ 
partments will be made early next year. 


Raft of support for venue as 
it seeks planning approval 


A RAFT of support has been giv¬ 
en to a tourist attraction that is 
bidding to get retrospective plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The British Ironwork Centre 
was embroiled in controversy 
when it was revealed it did not 
have planning permission for its 
grounds near Oswestry. 

The tourist attraction, which 
is home to the iconic Knife Angel, 
welcomes thousands of visitors 
every year and had to issue a ret¬ 
rospective planning application. 

That was eventually with¬ 
drawn, and re-submitted earlier 
this year. 

It is not known when it will go 
before the Shropshire Council 
planning committee, however a 
raft of support has recently been 
posted on the online planning 
portal. 


A host of individuals have 
given their support to the appli¬ 
cation along with organisations 
such as the Alzheimers Society, 
Guide Dogs, Oswestry Show, the 
British Model Soldier Society, 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospi¬ 
tal Charity, Oswestry Bloom, and 
Shropshire Youth Theatre. 

Maggie Love of Shropshire 
Youth Theatre said the centre is 
vital and supports young people 
and arts all over the county. 

She said in a letter: “The Brit¬ 
ish Ironwork Centre has been 
mainstay in supporting young 
people with this experience in 
the provision of set material. 

“They provide furniture and 
props for productions including 
delivering and collection. 

“This is not an isolated occur¬ 
rence as they reach out into the 


community in a positive and en¬ 
couraging manner to develop the 
arts across Shropshire. 

“The British Ironwork Centre 
also provides financial support to 
other theatre events that I am 
involved in producing.” 

The support comes after high¬ 
ways officers demanded to have 
more detail on how the tourist 
attraction will manage traffic 
from events. 

In August, Robert Jaffier from 
Highways England set out a se¬ 
ries of conditions should plan¬ 
ning permission be given by 
Shropshire Council. 

Clive Knowles, chairman of 
the centre, has said he is commit¬ 
ted to carrying out the conditions 
from the Highways Agency. 

He said earlier this month: 
“They are completely do-able.” 


Botched Brexit puts 250,000 jobs at risk’ 


NEW analysis suggests 250,000 jobs, including 20,000 jobs of 
union members in the West Midlands, are at risk in the private 
and public sectors under a botched Brexit. 

The figures from the People’s Vote campaign show that the 
industries worst affected by Brexit would be manufacturing - 
where 50,000 jobs are at risk - including at least 10,000 union¬ 
ised jobs, administrative and support services and professional, 
scientific and technical professions. 

Analysis of official trade figures also claims that industries 
in the West Midlands with a large number of trade union jobs 
would face increased costs of £442 million due to new tariffs as 
a result of a bungled Brexit. 


Industries affected include manufacturing, which would face 
£54m in extra costs per year, the chemicals sector, which would 
face £33m in extra costs per year, and the machinery and trans¬ 
port industry which would face £250m in extra costs per year. 

Across all industries, 44 per cent of West Midlands goods ex¬ 
ports go to the EU each year. 

The People’s Vote released its analysis as the Trades Union 
Congress began its annual meeting. 

Trade unions that have already backed a People’s Vote in¬ 
clude the TSSA, Community, Prospect, and the Royal College 
of Nursing Additionally, the GMB Union announced its support 
for a vote on the final Brexit deal. 


Labour MP Stephen Doughty, former shadow spokesman for 
industrial relations and a leading supporter of the People’s Vote 
campaign, said: “The myth that there can be a jobs-first Brexit 
is now dead. The choice for trade unionists is the fire of The¬ 
resa May’s Brexit or the frying pan of Jacob Rees-Mogg’s Brexit. 
Both will be bad news for working families, both will mean job 
losses, cuts in hours worked and wages earned, and both will 
mean years more of damaging austerity for public services.” 

“Trade unions exist to defend and extend their members’ 
rights. 

“There can be no doubt that the biggest general threat to 
trade unionists in Britain today is a botched Brexit.” 


County shares 17 
sharp drop in 
jobless figure 

THERE has been a dramatic fall in unem¬ 
ployment for the West Midlands - includ¬ 
ing Shropshire - down to 134,000, new 
figures have revealed. 

The latest figure, for the three months to 
July, marks a drop of 15,000 on the previ¬ 
ous quarter, down by 10 per cent, according 
to the Office for National Statistics (ONS). 

And it is down by 30,000 on the same 
period a year ago - a drop of 18.4 per cent. 

At the same time the number of people 
in work across the West Midlands has risen 
by 1.3 per cent to almost 2.8 million. 

Nationwide, the number of people in 
work has continued to rise while average 
earnings have grown slightly faster than 
inflation, official figures show. 

Shropshire saw the claimant 
count rise by 100 to 2,450, or 1.3 
per cent of the working population. 
Telford and Wrekin’s claimant count fell 
by 10 to 1,915, or 1.7 per cent. 

The figure in Powys rose by five to 715, 
or 0.9 per cent of the population. 

UK employment increased by 3,000 in 
the three months to July to 32.4 million, 
giving a rate of 75.5 per cent, according to 
the ONS. 

Workers also benefited as average earn¬ 
ings increased by 2.6 per cent in the year 
to July, up from 2.4 per cent the previous 
month. The latest consumer prices index 
(CPI) rate of inflation was recorded at 2.5 
per cent. 

It came as unemployment fell by by 
55,000 over the period to 1.36 million, giv¬ 
ing a jobless rate of four per cent.

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Action call as 18,000 patients wait for treatment 


ALMOST 18,000 Shropshire patients are cur¬ 
rently waiting for health care treatment, ac¬ 
cording to a new report. 

Now county health chiefs are being told to 
take “urgent” action to reduce by half the num¬ 
ber of patients who have been on elective treat¬ 
ment waiting lists for more than a year. 

Providers including GPs, the Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital NHS 
Foundation(RJAH), and Shrewsbury and Tel¬ 
ford Hospital NHS Trust (SaTH) have been ad¬ 
vised by NHS bosses to take immediate action 


to address the issue. The move follows ongoing 
issues at both trusts with long waiters who had 
been waiting for more than 52 weeks. 

The GP-led Shropshire Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group is now required to produce a five¬ 
pronged action plan. 

A new NHS England report states: “The cur¬ 
rent position (June 2018) shows that for Shrop¬ 
shire patients the local providers are at, or close 
to, target overall and ahead for non-admitted 
and that, in terms of performance, the issue lies 
with the out of county providers. 


“The current count of patients waiting is 
marginally above (0.78 per cent) the March 
level at 17,847 and shows a slight increase in 
numbers at both SaTH and RJAH and a de¬ 
crease at other providers. 

“The change in numbers at SaTH and RJAH 
are a combination of differences in the balance 
between new cases and completed cases and 
some movement of activity back to SaTH from 
other providers as specialities re-open to refer¬ 
rals, for example ophthalmology.” 

CCGs in the area have also responded to Care 


Quality Commission enforcement action taken 
against SaTH relating to the systems for sepsis 
patients or those with other deteriorating med¬ 
ical conditions in the emergency departments, 
and of the environmental safety in Telford’s 
A&E following an inspection. 

In a joint statement, Dr Julian Povey, clinical 
chairman at Shropshire CCG, and Dr Jo Leahy, 
chairman of Telford & Wrekin CCG, said:“We 
are aware of potential safety issues at the trust 
and want to reassure you that we take these 
issues very seriously.”

REVEALING images capturing mysterious 
ceremonial monuments, Iron Age settle¬ 
ments and Roman farms have been discov¬ 
ered by archaeologists surveying Shrop¬ 
shire’s parched landscape from the skies. 

The dry summer has provided a real boon 
for aerial archaeologists, with the condi¬ 
tions leading to a large number of new dis¬ 
coveries across Shropshire. 

Grant funding from Historic England 
has enabled Shropshire Council’s His¬ 
toric Environment Team to carry out four 
wide-ranging reconnaissance flights. 

A total of 22 never-seen-before sites were 
recorded during an aerial survey of some of 
Shropshire historic areas. 

Duncan Wilson, chief executive of His¬ 
toric England said: “This spell of very hot 


weather has provided the perfect conditions 
for aerial archaeologists to see beneath the 
soil as cropmarks are much better defined 
when the soil has less moisture. 

“The discovery of ancient farms, settle¬ 
ments and Neolithic cursus monuments is 
exciting. 

“The exceptional weather has opened up 
whole areas at once rather than just one or 
two fields and it has been fascinating to see 
so many traces of our past graphically re¬ 
vealed.” The imagery has been catalogued 
and recorded in the council’s Historic En¬ 
vironment Record, to support the work of 
the team in ensuring the heritage of the 
county is effectively protected and managed 
by working with farmers, land owners and 
developers. 


£l.2m overhaul 
of children's 
homes proposed 


AN overhaul of Shropshire Council’s 
provision of children’s homes has been 
proposed. 

Three new specialist children’s homes and 
a lodge for crisis and respite care could be cre¬ 
ated in Shropshire, at a cost of £1.2 million. 

At the end of March 2018, the authority was 
looking after 338 children, a net increase of 47 a 
year. 

But Shropshire Council currently only has two 
residential children’s homes, Chelmaren, provid¬ 
ing specialist care for five boys and another, Hav- 
enbrook, which provides short breaks for children 
on the edge of care. 

Now a scrutiny group has looked into the chal¬ 
lenges Shropshire Council faces in providing res¬ 
idential care for its looked after children, after a 
surge in demand for specialist care caused costs to 
rise “rapidly”. 

The number of unaccompanied asylum seeking 
children, fleeing war zones or being trafficked is 
growing in the county, as is the number of children 
experiencing physical and sexual abuse, substance 
addiction, and other problems, according to the 
council. 

The cost of residential care for children with 
minimal additional needs was about £3,000 a week. 
The highest care cost for a looked-after child was

£12,000 a week. At the moment Shropshire Council 
places 14 children a significant distance outside of 
the county - as far as Cumbria and Glasgow. 

The group will recommend to cabinet that Shrop¬ 
shire Council develops its residential care provision 
for its looked after children. 

The group will recommend that a business case 
should be drawn up for two new two-bedroom spe¬ 
cialist care residential homes, a three-bedroom 
step-down care residential home and a lodge pro¬ 
viding space for crisis care and respite care. 

The group also asked that Chelmaren children’s 
care home’s statement of purpose be changed to a 
children’s home for long-term children, and office 
space at the home be converted to provide semi-in- 
dependent accommodation for the council’s looked 
after children who will soon be leaving care. 

Estimates for buying or adapting buildings for 
the homes are £1.2 million. A report set to go to cab¬ 
inet says: “The proposals from Shropshire Council 
could result in better outcome for its looked after 
children that require residential care, by providing 
a stable home environment to the most complex 
children that it cares for. Providing its own res¬ 
idential care will also help Shropshire council to 
retain and develop its residential care workforce. 


Health campaigner vows to 'do 
all he can' to preserve services 


A HEALTH campaigner has 
vowed to do all he can to pre¬ 
serve Oswestry’s health services 
after the announcement that its 
Shropdoc site will close. 

The recent announcement will 
see the out of hours emergency 
care service in Oswestry and 
Bridgnorth shut, with opera¬ 
tional hours cut in Whitchurch. 

The service is based at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital. 

As part of the cost-cutting 
measures, patients who require 
an appointment will need to 
travel to Shrewsbury or Telford. 

The changes come after Shrop¬ 
shire’s current out-of-hours GP 
service teamed up with Shrop- 
com, a trust running community 
services, to win the new GP-led 
out-of-hours contract for the 
county starting in October. 


County councillor and health 
campaigner Paul Milner said 
taking services out of Oswestry 
is not the answer and everything 
needs to be done to keep them in 
the town. 

He said: “This news isn’t good 
because we need services in the 
town. 

“I know from speaking to peo¬ 
ple that they prefer Shropdoc, 
rather than the 111 service that 
is coming in. They want to be 
able to speak to someone locally, 
and that is key. 

“With the minor injuries unit 
under review, and the future of 
the maternity unit unresolved, 
this is another hit to our services. 
We are not the only town being 
hit, but we need to do everything 
we can to save services, it is 
vital.” 


The announcement has also 
caused concern over the Welsh 
border. 

Graham Breeze, councillor for 
Welshpool, said: “Patients in the 
Welshpool area have been told 
to continue using the Shropdoc 
number until the end of the year 
when NHS 111 will be launched 
as a much-delayed replacement 
and people are already worried 
about the impact the changes 
will have. 

“News of a reduced service 
across the Shropshire border will 
do little to settle those nerves. 
The Shropdoc service has had 
its critics but for over 20 years 
things have moved along pretty 
smoothly and indeed the service 
was regarded as ‘outstanding’ 
when rated. So it’s a great shame 
to see these changes.” 


Trail celebrates the work of Thomas Telford 


LANDMARKS across Shropshire are being highlighted as part 
of a new trail focussed on Thomas Telford. 

The trail covers 24 well and lesser known bridges, roads, ca¬ 
nals and buildings that the engineer and architect was involved 
in during his time in the county. 

It is the brainchild of the Shrewsbury and Newport Canals 
Trust, a charity that aims to protect, conserve and improve the 
route of the canals Thomas Telford established during his time 
in Shropshire in the late 1700s to 1800s. 

The trail is the basis of a travelling exhibition that includes 
a giant information board detailing the history and Thomas 
Telford’s links with each location, supported by leaflets that 


will allow people to take the journey for themselves. It features 
13 landmarks in the borough of Telford and Wrekin including 
Wappenshall Junction, Hadley Park Locks and St Leonard’s 
Church in Malinslee - the last of three churches Thomas Tel¬ 
ford built in the area. 

There are also a further 11 locations including Shrewsbury 
Prison, Bridgnorth Bridge, Montford Bridge and Pontcysyllte 
Aqueduct neare Oswestry that the engineer was involved in. 

Telford and Wrekin Council has largely funded the leaflet as 
part of the Telford 50 celebrations and its managing director 
Richard Partington officially launched the exhibition at South- 
water Library, Telford. 


Bernie Jones, chairman of the canals trust, said: “The 
Thomas Telford Trail is a great way to highlight some of the 
incredible achievements of the man who is largely responsible 
for the way our county is today. 

“To be able to do this in Telford’s 50th anniversary year pays 
tribute to his accomplishments but also sheds some light on 
some of his lesser known projects. He was a remarkable engi¬ 
neer and it is testament to his skill that many of his structures 
and buildings are still in operation today. We hope the exhibi¬ 
tion will be informative and interesting and help people learn 
more about the man whose name is synonymous with the town 
he gave his name to.” 


Urgent work 19 
is needed to 
repair bridge 

A GRADE II listed bridge that dates back 
to the 18th century could collapse if urgent 
work doesn’t take place, according to a re¬ 
port. 

The Luggy Bridge is on the A483 trunk 
road between Welshpool and Newtown 
to the Upper Luggy Farmhouse near the 
Horseshoe Inn at Berriew. It runs over the 
Montgomery Canal, and was built back 
in the 17th century between 1794 and 
1797. After a consultation between Powys 
County Council and the Canal and Rivers 
Trust, repairs are going to be carried out to 
the bridge to prevent it collapsing, as it is 
the only way to access the farm. 

A Heritage Impact Statement says: 
“Luggy Bridge is an important structure 
on the Montgomery Canal. A principal in¬ 
spection of the structure was undertaken 
in 2003. A further inspection was carried 
out in 2015 by Canal and River Trust engi¬ 
neers, with ongoing monitoring of its con¬ 
dition since that time.” 

An inspection found that there was sig¬ 
nificant cracking in the parapet, caused by 
settling or rotating wing walls, along with 
vehicle impact damage, widespread crack¬ 
ing and brick degradation. 

In 2003, the bridge was assessed as being 
in fair condition however by 2015, it was 
downgraded and was described as being in 
a poor position. 

A spokesman for Powys County Council 
has confirmed that planning officers are 
recommending consent to a scheme to re¬ 
pair the bridge which has been passed to 
CADW for comment. 

Smoking costs 
the county 
£109m a year 

SMOKING costs Shropshire more than 
£109 million a year through NHS costs, 
sick days and even smoking breaks, ac¬ 
cording to new analysis. 

Action on Smoking and Health, a leading 
anti-smoking charity, has calculated how 
much tobacco costs society. It has com¬ 
pared a variety of publicly available data, 
such as smoking prevalence, mortality and 
hospital admissions. 

The latest complete figures show 16 
per cent of people smoked in Telford and 
Wrekin in 2016, the same as the England 
average. 

In Shropshire the figure was slightly 
higher at 17 per cent. 

Ash’s study estimates smoking costs 
Telford and Wrekin’s economy £25 million 
a year, and Shropshire’s £40m due to lost 
working days. 

The charity has calculated how much 
income has been lost by people who die 
before retirement age, where smoking is a 
factor. The analysis also accounts for time 
lost due to smoking breaks, and smoking 
related sick days. 

Beer marking war 
proves a sell-out 

A BEER brewed specially to commemorate 
the centenary of the First World War sold 
out within 48 hours. 

Chapel Brewery, in Dudleston Heath, 
was asked to create a beer called Poppy- 
fields - inspired by a musical which was 
an instant hit in Theatre Severn earlier 
this year. The show was written by John 
Howard. And to celebrate its success Ken 
King brewed a drink specially for the 
occasion which went on sale in The Ar¬ 
moury, Shrewsbury, and the Bailey Head, 
Oswestry. He said: “They wanted some¬ 
thing to commemorate the war and the 
show so I made a nice light beer and de¬ 
signed a label for it. It took me a couple of 
months to brew and then sold out within 
48 hours which is amazing.” 

Mr King, who started the brewery as a 
retirement project, made four barrels of 
Poppyfields but despite its popularity said 
he will not be brewing anymore. He said: 

“It was a one-off but I’m glad everyone en¬ 
joyed it. It was made with American hops 
because they’re the most flavoursome.” 
Poppyfields is based on the lives and loves 
of a group of people living on the Home 
Front on the Welsh Borderlands, and ex¬ 
plores the stresses and hardship experi¬ 
enced during the six months leading up to 
opening salvo of the Battle of the Somme.

Reminder given 
on dog fouling 

AN authority has warned people that if 
they do not clean up after their dog they 
face a fine. 

It comes after a dog owner in Newtown 
was hit with a £75 fine when an environ¬ 
mental protection officer from Powys 
County Council witnessed the incident 
take place on the junior football pitch at 
Trehafren Fields last month. 

The dog owner was issued with a fixed 
penalty notice. 

Now the council is reminding dog owners 
that they must clean up after their animals 
and properly dispose of the waste. 

Councillor James Evans, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environmental health, said: “It’s 
an offence to allow a dog in your control, 
even if you’re walking someone else’s dog, 
to foul in a public place and fail to clean it 
up immediately after. 

“If you are out walking your dog, always 
carry a plastic bag to pick up the mess as 
soon as your dog has fouled and place it in 
the nearest dog waste or litter bin or dis¬ 
pose of it at home.” 

People are also being urged to report any 
incidents of dog fouling or particular prob¬ 
lems in their area to the council. 

The council wants residents to email or 
telephone any dog fouling related prob¬ 
lems.By reporting any incidents, the coun¬ 
cil says it can then arrange for the mess to 
be cleaned up and investigate the incident. 


WEST Mercia’s Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er has criticised details of a formal alliance be¬ 
tween two fire authorities. 

John Campion said he believed the aspira¬ 
tions by Shropshire, and Hereford and Worces¬ 
ter fire services to work more closely together 
were “not far reaching enough”. 

He was also critical at the lack of plans to 
work closer with West Mercia Police. 

Both fire authorities are taking legal ac¬ 
tion after Mr Campion’s plans to take them 
over was approved by former Home Secretary 
Amber Rudd in March. 

Writing to the authorities, Mr Campion said: 
“I am pleased to recognise the progress that has 
been made on collaboration since I first raised 
it 18 months ago when there was little or no 
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prospect of greater co-operation between your¬ 
selves, as well as with the police. 

“I am grateful for the opportunity to com¬ 
ment on the draft ‘Alliance Plan’ and I hope 
you find my feedback useful as you continue to 
refine the plan further prior to the transfer of 
governance.” 

He continued: “I had expected more explicit 
reference to partnership collaboration beyond 
the two fire services within the priorities and 
key deliverables. 

“Whilst I am on record as stating that my 
first priority will be to create a fire/fire alliance, 
I am also on record as stating that I will also 


drive greater collaboration with the police and 
other partners. 

“This is a stark omission in my view and in¬ 
deed ‘police’ are only mentioned five times in 
the whole 17-page document. 

“Whilst I appreciate that the plan sets out 
how the two fire services will come together as 
an alliance, I think it is necessary to formally 
recognise the need to further develop collabo¬ 
rative opportunities.” 

Mr Campion also requested that he be more 
involved in the governance of the alliance, 
which has three levels. 

He is listed in the top tier - the Strategic 
Alliance Board - only if his takeover move is 
completed. 

Mr Campion added: “As it stands, the pro¬ 


posed governance arrangements include PCC 
representation at Strategic Alliance Board level 
only. 

“I would suggest that PCC representation at 
the Programme Delivery Boards should be in¬ 
cluded as this is where strategic priorities will 
be identified and business cases analysed and 
approved.” 

The plan, which extends to 2022, had been 
due to go before the full Shropshire Fire Au¬ 
thority in June but was postponed to allow 
more time to develop the proposals. 

Both services already work closely with each 
other, including joint-working of its control 
rooms, and with West Mercia Police, which has 
led to community support officers being trained 
as retained firefighters. 


Full risks of overnight A&E 
closure 'must be understood'

HEALTH commissioners say they 
want to understand the full risks 
behind any overnight closure of an 
A&E in Shropshire before a decision 
is made. 

Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust (SaTH) is considering whether to 
temporarily close the accident and emer¬ 
gency department at Shrewsbury or Tel¬ 
ford overnight due to staffing shortages. 

Hospital bosses say both departments will 
only be able to stay open 24-hours-a-day if the 
situation improves and have sought help from 
neighbouring trusts. 

A report is due to be brought to SaTH ‘s trust 
board at the end of the month. 

David Evans, chief officer of Telford & Wre- 
kin Clinical Commissioning Group, told a re¬ 
cent meeting of the CCG governance board: 
“We wish to understand the relevant risks of 
each of the options before the board makes a 
decision.” 

Feedback 

He said the CCG has asked SaTH for this 
information and will be providing its feedback 
to the trust, although it will ultimately be the 
trust’s decision as to what happens. 

Mr Evans said SaTH had asked for assistance 
from neighbouring trusts but there was still a 
shortage of middle grade doctors. 

He said: “For us, it’s the assurance they are 
taking the right action. 

“I think the A&Es are very fragile. I think 
staff are working incredibly hard in difficult 
circumstances. 

“They have gone over and above to deliver 
services in a difficult situation.” 

At SaTH’s last trust board meeting, medical 
director Dr Edwin Borman said the numbers of 
consultants and middle grade doctors, who also 
act as senior decision makers, were much lower 
than needed, despite recruitment campaigns. 

Dr Borman said there were also gaps in the 
junior doctor workforce and further challenges 
with nursing staff. 

He said three options are being considered 
about how to manage the situation, but stressed 
no decisions have yet been taken. 

The first option involves finding a way to 
maintain both A&E departments at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital and Princess Royal Hos¬ 
pital in Telford. The other two options would 
involve the overnight closure of either A&E in 
Shrewsbury or Telford between 8pm and 8am.

Brexit stockpile plan for chocolate firm Cadbury 


CHOCOLATE giant Cadbury, which has facto¬ 
ries in the region, is stockpiling ingredients in 
case of a no-deal Brexit. 

The firm’s owner Mondelez International 
says biscuits and chocolate are among items it 
intends to store up in case of a hard Brexit. 

Factories in Chirk near Oswestry and Leom¬ 
inster are expected to be involved in the strat¬ 
egy. 

Hubert Weber, the European boss of Mon¬ 
delez, said the UK was “not self-sufficient in 
terms of food ingredients” and confirmed con¬ 


tingency plans for a hard Brexit. The Chirk 
factory, in Station Avenue, employs about 350 
people making chocolate crumb, while Marl- 
brook, near Leominster, has 150 staff working 
on milk products. 

Both are sent to Birmingham to be made into 
chocolate bars. 

It marks the latest revelation over stockpil¬ 
ing ahead of Brexit as fears mount that the UK 
may fail to agree terms of its withdrawal by the 
Brexit deadline next March. 

Mr Weber said: “We would prefer a good deal 


that allows the free flow of products, as that 
would have less of an impact to the UK con¬ 
sumer. 

“However, we are also preparing for a hard 
Brexit and, from a buffering perspective for 
Mondelez, we are stocking higher levels of in¬ 
gredients and finished products, although you 
can only do so much because of the shelf life of 
our products. 

“We have a contingency plan in place to man¬ 
age a hard Brexit, as the UK is not self-suffi¬ 
cient in terms of food ingredients, so that could 


be a challenge.” He warned that shoppers may 
face higher prices and fewer choices if a deal is 
not agreed and added he wished Britain was 
“at a different stage in negotiations with the 
EU at this stage”. 

Europe is Mondelez’s biggest global division, 
accounting for 40 per cent of revenue last year. 

Firms across the industry are said to be 
stockpiling and making no-deal plans. Drugs 
giant AstraZeneca said in August that patients 
in the EU may not be able to receive medicines 
from the UK is there is no Brexit deal.

Nature park is a world 
away from city bustle 


MARIE gives out a squeal of de¬ 
light as the sparks fly when she 
makes a ball of cotton wool burst 
into flames. 

We have just learnt our first survival skill 
at the Haven Perran Sands Holiday Park in 
Cornwall, with ranger Alice Lawrence pa¬ 
tiently instructing us in the art of striking 
flint and steel rods together to create sparks 
essential for a fire. 

Back to basics 

Alice is guiding us on a path back to ba¬ 
sics with the Nature Rockz ‘How To Be A 
Ranger’ course and, as soon as we have a 
fire going, we’re taught how to use a Kelly 
Kettle - a steel camping stove. This ingen¬ 
ious device has a chimney running through 
the middle, enabling oxygen and heat to 
pass through it, making it boil almost as 
fast as an electrical kettle. 

We use cotton wool as our lighting mate¬ 
rial, but Alice informs us that a good nat¬ 
ural alternative is coal fungus (it gets its 
name from its looks), which is also known 
as King Alfred’s cake and is found growing 
on silver birch trees. My daughter, Marie, 
8, and her friend, Ysabelle, 7, are excited - 
and can’t wait to put more sticks on the fire 
ready to toast marshmallows. 

Blue Peter-style lesson 

After the sticky treat, it’s back to nature 
with a Blue Peter-style lesson in making 
bird feeders out of string, toilet rolls, ce¬ 
real loops, peanut butter and worms. I was 
doubtful that these would be to the birds’ 
taste, but when we return the following 
morning to the tree where we place them, 
they have all been completely eaten up. 

Site of special scientific interest 

Our course is being held within the 500 
acres of dune grassland that make up the 
Haven site at Perranporth, which is a des¬ 
ignated Site of Special Scientific Interest 
(SSSI) and a Special Area of Conservation 
(SAC). We may only be a stone’s throw from 
our Geo Dome tent and a two-minute walk 
from the restaurants, swimming pool and 
other attractions, but I feel like I have been 
transported far away..

Underwater farting beetle 

Our first stop is a small pond, which at 
first sight is just green water, but Alice - a 
trained zoologist - quickly points out half a 
dozen creatures, including the highly amus¬ 
ing great diving beetle. We watch it swallow 
air at the surface, and giggle when bubbles 
pop out like an underwater fart as it sinks. 

We climb to the top of a high dune as 
Alice explains how, in the past, authori¬ 
ties tried to stabilize them with marram 
grass, later realising it was better for the 
ecosystems to remain dynamic and made 
up of loose sand. This is only part of the 
park’s environmental initiatives; recycling 
is encouraged across the site, which in¬ 
cludes eco-friendly toilet blocks, complete 
with bird-nesting boxes installed below the 
grass-topped roofs. 

Poo-eating snails and stinky plants 

The girls are encouraged to pick up an¬ 
ything that interests them on our nature 
trail. Ysabelle finds a small pointed shell 
which, to her great amusement, Alice ex¬ 
plains is home to a tiny snail that actually 
eats rabbit poo. 

And relax! 

Our final challenge of the day is to learn 
how to build a shelter and Alice soon has us 
fluent in reef and bowline knots, ready to 
suspend a bivouac from two posts.

LINCOLNSHIRE’S Gravity 
Fields Festival from September 
26-30 offers a bus ride like no 
other through streets that Sir 
Isaac Newton trod as a boy. 

Rear View from IOU is an 
eye-catching ‘one-of-a-kind’ open 
top vehicle mixing live performance 
and digital technology. 

It’s the quirkiest highlight of the five- 
day science and arts festival - the only 
one in the UK combining Newton her¬ 
itage with modern, creative and inspira¬ 
tional interpretations of his legacy. 

Passengers will find themselves on 
a mystery adventure through the town 


where Newton was schooled, lodged in 
the old apothecary shop, and later drove 
his cart to market from his home and 
birthplace at nearby Woolsthorpe Manor. 

The mobile auditorium from York¬ 
shire-based international theatre com¬ 
pany IOU has backward facing raked 
seats and new technology positional 
sound earphones deliver an imaginary 
soundscape help to pose the question: ‘If 
at 65 you could say something to your¬ 
self at 23, what would it be?’ Its route 
is a 70-minute journey with storytelling, 
poetry and digital projection as a seated 
audience watching fact blurring with fic¬ 
tion to depict the life of a woman, played 
out behind the bus. 

Inspired by South Lincolnshire’s most 


famous son, the arts, science and herit¬ 
age festival is staged every two years in 
and around Grantham and organised by 
South Kesteven District Council. 

A line-up of nationally and interna¬ 
tionally renowned scientists joins some 
of the best contemporary talent in the art 
world in a packed programme of events. 

This year’s festival also celebrates an¬ 
other Lincolnshire scientific pioneer, bot¬ 
anist Sir Joseph Banks, who 250 years 
ago sailed to Australia on board HMS 
Endeavour with Captain Cook, before 
returning a celebrity with 30,000 plant 
specimens.

SCOTLAND’S capital is a truly cosmopol¬ 
itan city that has something for everyone. 

Split between the medieval old town and 
Georgian new town, there are many attractions, 
beautiful gardens, stunning architecture and vi¬ 
brant nightlife. 

Of course, each August it is 
also home to the world’s larg¬ 
est arts festival - The Fringe. 

After last visiting Edin¬ 
burgh in the depths of win¬ 
ter more than a decade ago, 
it was nice to come back and 
enjoy it in the glorious sun¬ 
shine. One of the easiest ways 
to get there from the Mid¬ 
lands is by train and within 
four-and-a-half hours we had 
travelled from Birmingham 
New Street to Edinburgh’s 
Waverley station using Vir¬ 
gin Trains. First class tick¬ 
ets allowed us to take advantage of the Virgin Trains 
lounges at both stations. 

Having arrived in Edinburgh, it was a short taxi ride 
to where we were staying at The Knight Residence by 
Mansley - five-star serviced apartments in the heart 
of the old town. 

It currently has 32 apartments but there are plans in 
the pipeline to increase this number. 

It has picked up awards for its customer service in 
the past and it is easy to see why. We were welcomed 
and shown to our apartment by Rowan who talked 
about the city very enthusiastically and told us where 
everything was. 

Our one-bedroom apartment had a comfy bed and 
sofa. The kitchen appliances included a washing ma¬ 
chine and dishwasher. There were also bathrobes, 
slippers and a safe in the wardrobe, and guests are wel¬ 
come to bring DVDs to their apartment from bookcases 
on the ground floor. 

During our two-day trip, one of the busiest areas we 
visited was in and around Edinburgh’s iconic castle, a 
short walk away from our apartment. 

The queues can get long here to see the crown jew¬ 
els but it is also worth visiting to watch the loud and 
impressive firing of the one 
o-clock gun, which was met 
with reactions similar to a 
fireworks display. 

The Royal Mile, running 
from the castle through the 
heart of the old town, was 
also bustling with people vis¬ 
iting the many restaurants, 
shops, pubs or watching 
street performers. 

There are actually a lot of 
attractions free to visit in the 
city, including the National 
Museum of Scotland which is 
home to Dolly the sheep and 
has a fantastic interactive science and technology ex¬ 
hibition where you can see how robots work or even 
launch a hot air balloon. Although a bustling city, we 
also saw a more tranquil side with the Princes Street 
Gardens a popular spot to relax and there were great 
views of Edinburgh and Arthur’s Seat from Calton 
Hill, which itself has numerous historic monuments. 

The city has a vast range of restaurants and one defi¬ 
nitely worth a mention is Taisteal in the Stockbridge 
district. 

This restaurant, which has been included in the 
Michelin Guide, AA Guide and the Good Food Guide, 
uses local Scottish produce combined with ingredients 
and culinary techniques from around the world. 

The name means travel and chef Gordon Craig takes 
inspiration from all over the globe. 

The setting is modern and the staff were friendly 
and attentive. 

For starter I ordered the gin-cured salmon, octopus, 
watermelon, avocado creme fraiche and feta. It was 
very fresh, tasty and the flavours worked well together. 
I ordered the roast rump of lamb for main which came 
with pulled lamb kataifi, parmentier potatoes, baba 
ganoush, cherry tomatoes, goat cheese and red onions. 

The lamb was tender and the whole dish was deli¬ 
cious. The peanut butter baked Alaska, which was a 
special addition to the menu, was the perfect way to 
round off a great meal. 

With so much still to do and see in this cosmopolitan 
city, I’ll be sure not to leave it so long this time before 
I return. 
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26 Fewer people 
are gearing 
up for a cycle 


Highways and waste feature among more 
than 1,000 complaints made to local authority 


THE number of people who cycle at least 
once a week in Shropshire has more than 
halved, with only one in 10 venturing out 
by pedal. 

The Department for Transport has re¬ 
leased the results of an annual survey, 
which reveals how often people cycle in 
England. 

More than 1,700 people from the two 
Shropshire council areas answered ques¬ 
tions about their travel habits between 
November 2016 and November 2017. 

Of those, around 10 per cent said they cy¬ 
cled at least once a week, which is a 51 per 
cent decrease on the previous 12 months. 

The figure is below the England aver¬ 
age of 12 per cent. Campaigners have said 
the Government needs to improve cycling 
infrastructure to get more people out on 
bikes. 

Out of Telford & Wrekin’s respondents, 
three per cent were keen cyclists and used 
their bike at least three times a week. The 
figure in Shropshire was six per cent. 

The survey found cycling for leisure was 
more popular than for travel, with six per 
cent of people cycling at least once a week 
for fun. 

Three per cent commuted by bike in 
Telford & Wrekin and seven per cent in 
Shropshire. Nationally the number has not 
increased over the last year. 

Rental rates 
among lowest 
in the region 

SHROPSHIRE is one of the cheapest plac¬ 
es in the West Midlands to rent a house, 
according to new government figures. 

The average monthly rent for a two-bed¬ 
room property in Telford & Wrekin is £550, 
and £535 in the rest of Shropshire. 

This compares to £585 in Herefordshire, 
£595 in South Staffordshire, and £695 in 
Birmingham. 

In Dudley the average two-bed property 
costs £530 a month, and in Wolverhampton 
and Walsall it is £525. However Walsall is 
considerably cheaper at £495. 

The figures, for the year up to March 
2018, show that rents in Telford & Wrekin 
have been fairly static over the past three 
years, rising by less than 1.5 per cent since 
2015 when the average was £542. In the 
rest of Shropshire rent increased by 4.3 per 
cent, from £513 in 2015. 

Average monthly rent for a one bedroom 
property is £450 in Telford & Wrekin, and 
£425 for the rest of the county. 

Nick Davenport, of Highfields letting 
agency in Bridgnorth, said Shropshire was 
generally a good place to rent offering lots 
of choice at reasonable prices. 

“The rental market is pretty good in 
Shropshire, the rental prices aren’t too 
high,” he said. “There’s lots of work 
around Shropshire in the industrial areas, 
as opposed to some of the more rural parts. 

“South Shropshire is a nicer area to live 
in, but there aren’t as many jobs around 
there, and you will have to travel further 
for work.” 

Mobiles useless 
on miles of road 

DRIVERS who break down on more than 
400 miles of roads in Mid Wales cannot call 
for help because there is no mobile phone 
coverage, according to a new study. 

Some 5,540 miles of road in the UK - 
representing about two per cent of all roads 
- do not have coverage for calls from any 
of the country’s four mobile networks, the 
RAC Foundation found. 

Powys is second on the list of most af¬ 
fected counties with 411 miles of road. 

The Highlands is top with 910 miles, 
while Cumbria has 296. 

In terms of 4G, just 51 per cent of the 
road network has full coverage. 

The research was based on analysis of 
data published by communications regula¬ 
tor Ofcom. 

RAC Foundation director Steve Gooding 
said: “The good news is that mobile cover¬ 
age has improved a great deal across our 
road network.” 

“On our motorways, which carry around 
a fifth of all traffic, every mile should now 
have voice and basic data coverage plus a 
4G signal for all but a couple of miles.” 


SHROPSHIRE Council received more than 
1,000 complaints over the last financial year. 

The 1,119 complaints to the authority formed 
51 per cent of all feedback, while there were 
also 448 comments and 541 compliments. 

The number of complaints rose by 21 per 
cent compared to the year 2016/17. 

More than two thirds of the complaints re¬ 
ceived related to four main service areas - high¬ 
ways and streetscene, waste/recycling, adult 
social care, and children’s services. 

The council has said that the complaints re¬ 
flect the size of the budget and number of staff, 
nature of services and number of people who 
come into contact with services. 

A report said: “This is consistent with pat¬ 
terns for previous years and reflects the size of

budget and number of staff, the nature of the 
services provided, and the number of people 
and/or organisations which come into contact 
with, or receive, these services. 

“Complaints for most service areas relate to 
quality of services and failure to deliver a ser¬ 
vice or take action.” 

On average it took almost the same length 
of time to respond to stage one complaints in 
2017/18 as it did in 2016/17, within the set 
timescale of 60 days. 

The report says that a reduction in officer ca¬ 
pacity may have impacted the response times. 

The report adds: “Complex and long running 


cases can impact on this, and it is recognised 
that reduced officer capacity may also have 
an impact on the ability to respond to all com¬ 
ments and contacts in a timely manner. 

“This is equally likely to be true for the time 
taken to respond to Freedom of Information 
and data protection requests. 

“In light of the 21 per cent increase over the 
past 12 months, sustaining the timeliness of 
responses to stage one complaints at the same 
level as 2016/17 should be considered as pos¬ 
itive performance by those investigating the 
complaints and those coordinating the com¬ 
plaints procedure. 

“The learning and actions resulting from 
complaints are an important element of cus¬ 
tomer feedback reporting and improving ser¬ 


vices. Understanding the causes of complaints 
and common themes informs learning and the 
identification of actions to address the underly¬ 
ing causes of the complaint being made.” 

Communication and information provision 
are the most common themes within com¬ 
plaints, and range from responding to corre¬ 
spondence and comments in a timely manner 
and keeping people up to date, through to clear 
communication about the level and reach of 
services that were provided. 

Service quality was another area covered, 
including issues such as access to services, the 
quality of work done, and the attitude and be¬ 
haviour of those providing services. 

The report went before a recenty cabinet 
meeting.

AN additional 100 police officers 
will be hired by the force covering 
Shropshire, it has been announced. 

Recruitment of the extra staff for West 
Mercia Police will start immediately, in¬ 
creasing the total number of officers in 
the region to more than 2,000. 

Police and Crime Commissioner John Cam¬ 
pion said: “I promised our communities that a 
greater proportion of the money they contrib¬ 
ute towards policing would be spent on the vital 
frontline services we all value most. 

“Policing is not just a numbers game, how¬ 
ever it is no secret that demand is increasing in 
all police forces. 

“These additional officers will help ensure 
West Mercia’s communities get the service they 
need, and that the force has the resilience to 
cope with changing demands. 

“Our communities have been clear and con¬ 
sistent that they want visible and pro-active po¬ 
licing. I hope this decision demonstrates those 
voices are being heard, and acted upon”. 

Positively 

West Mercia Police Chief Constable Anthony 
Bangham said: “I welcome this announcement 
from our police and crime commissioner and 
I’m grateful that he has responded positively to 
the operational needs of our force.” 

The announcement comes after figures 
obtained from the Home Office last month 
showed the number of officers at West Mercia 
Police had fallen by almost four per cent com¬ 
pared to a year ago. 

The statistics showed that there were the 
equivalent of 1,974 full-time officers employed 
by the force in March this year, a fall of 81 
from the previous year when the figure stood at 
2,055. The data also showed that less time was 
being spent on frontline policing, with 1,763 
officers available for frontline duties in March 
this year, down 191 from 2017. 

In a letter to Shrewsbury and Atcham MP 
Daniel Kawczynski announcing the move, Mr 
Campion said recruitment would start imme¬ 
diately. 

Mr Kawczynski said: “I welcome this in¬ 
crease in police officers for our region. Having 
spent a day with Shrewsbury Police last month 
I could clearly see the enormous pressures they 
were under. This is a step in right direction but 
we will continue to lobby for more resources for 
our local police as there are too few officers as¬ 
signed to rural Shropshire areas.”

A spokesman said: “They invite you to help 
them to decorate the town with Flowers of 
Peace and Remembrance. 

“Many local shops and businesses will be 
decorated along with buildings like The Guild¬ 
hall and Oswestry Library. “ 


“We now have seven local schools, about 20 
local craft groups and over 50 shops and busi¬ 
nesses taking part in the town. 

“It’s going to make quite an impact,” said 
Debbie Marais from the Oswestry Makes team. 

Debbie added: “If you want to find out more 
about what you can make and where you can 
brush up on your making skills visit oswestry- 
makes.wordpress.com for patterns, events and 
go live dates.” 


Council tax to bring in £l45m this year, figures say 


COUNCIL tax will raise about £145 million for 
Shropshire Council this financial year. 

The authority is predicting it will receive 
more than £560m in revenue income in total 
between April this year and March next year. 

It will also receive about £53 in capital in¬ 
come over the next year, according to an in¬ 
come report set to go to the council’s audit 
committee. 

The majority of the council’s revenue income 
will come from collecting council tax, business 
rates, and a number of different grants and 


contributions. While the capital income will 
come from mainly government grants, proceeds 
from the sale of assets such as land and build¬ 
ings and borrowing which is self-financed by 
the authority will also come into play. 

The report says there are risks associated 
with collecting council tax, and estimates that 
the collection rate will drop this financial year 
compared to 2017/18. 

The report says: “Since council tax income 
is accounted for at the point of issuing a bill or 
invoice there is a risk of bad debts accruing if 


bills are not paid. This results in a cost to the 
authority later on when the debt is written off. 

“The collection rate for 2017/18 is estimated 
to be 98.4 per cent and is estimated to be 97.8 
per cent for 2018/19. 

“These levels are good in comparison to most 
authorities. 

“Collection rates can be impacted adversely 
by changes in charging policy such as the re¬ 
cent changes to the council tax reduction 
scheme however this is outweighed by the total 
new tax generated.” 


The authority is also estimating it will col¬ 
lect £40m in business rates this financial year. 
It said it will also make £11.4m from proceeds 
from the sale of assets such as land and build¬ 
ings during the year. The news comes after 
a six per cent increase in council tax was ap¬ 
proved by Shropshire Council for this financial 
year in February. People started paying this 
year’s bills in April. 

The rise is an attempt to help the authority 
cope with pressure on its adult social care and 
children’s social services budget.

How to get fit in the sun 
while away from the gym

OVER the past few months, the 
UK has basked in what’s set to 
be its hottest summer on record, 
with spectacularly long spells 
of uninterrupted blue skies and 
warm temperatures. 

It’s been fantastic news for your social 
life, but probably not so much for your 
waistline; the lure of the pub garden can 
easily mean that the gym (quite under¬ 
standably) falls to the bottom of your prior¬ 
ities. After all, who wants to be cooped up in 
a hot and sweaty spinning studio when the 
good weather won’t be here forever? 

The good news is that if you’re looking 
for an early autumn fitness kick, it’s really 
easy to stay active while also getting your 
fix of whatever sunshine is left. From coast 
to countryside, there are plenty of pursuits 
that can tone your arms, strengthen your 
abs and clear your mental clutter. 

Here are just a few family-friendly, al 
fresco activities to try... 

1. Surfing 

Surfing is one of the most physically 
challenging watersports out there, engag¬ 
ing your core and stabiliser muscles as you 
work to bend and balance on the board. 
“It’s great for your heart,” says Harris 
Rothschild, senior instructor at St Ives Surf 
School (stivessurfschool.co.uk). “Putting on 
your wet suit, running down the beach, pad¬ 
dling out into the surf and catching waves 
are all aerobic exercises that hugely benefit 
for your cardiovascular system.” Because 
you’re usually out on the waves for at least 
an hour, Harris says it tests your stamina 
and endurance, while sculpting your back, 
shoulder and leg muscles. 

“Most notably for our students is that 
the fun of surfing and energy of the ocean 
combined give a tremendous sense of satis¬ 
faction and happiness,” says Harris. Make 
a play for Cornwall, Scotland and Devon 
where you can catch the best swells in the 
UK. 

2. Inline skating 

There’s something seriously addictive 
about rollerblading. 

It’s pretty good news for your figure too 
- all that lower-body power does wonders 
for your hamstrings, quadriceps and glutes, 
and it’s easier on your joints compared with 
running. It’s estimated that a 10-stone per¬ 
son can burn about 580 calories per hour 
of vigorous skating, meaning you won’t 
be missing out on the weight loss benefits 
while putting your gym pass on ice. 

3. Stand-up paddleboarding (SUP) 

“SUP is a great low impact muscular en¬ 
durance workout if the ocean is your thing,” 
says Matt Harass, regional group exercise 
manager at Virgin Active (virginactive. 
co.uk). Developed when surfers in Hawaii 
began to use paddles to propel their surf 
boards, SUP is a relatively new sport that 
does exactly what it says on the tin: you 
stand on a board and push yourself forward 
with a single paddle. 

“During a SUP session you’ll be firing up 
most of the muscles, with the lower body 
and core contracting as you anchor to the 
board and paddle,” says Harass. It’s pretty 
good fun too: there isn’t the fear of getting 
outrageously soaked or dismounted that 
comes with regular surfing, so it’s perfect

for people who are looking for a more se¬ 
rene way to enjoy the beach. It can also be 
done somewhere like the River Severn as 
well as in the sea. 

4. Trail running 

When the sun’s shining, why not take 
yourself off the treadmill and on to a nature 
trail? “Natural landscapes offer a mosaic of 
horizons to stimulate your mind,” says Ceri 
Rees, founder of Wild Running (wildrun- 
ning.co.uk). “It’s impossible to run in mud 
and not have at least a grin on your face!” 

Rees says a good trail run will force your 
body to recruit different muscles that you’ll 
need to stabilise your core. 

5. Cycling 

“Whether it’s on your daily commute or 


spending your weekends cycling over moun¬ 
tains, this is a great way to exercise, get fit, 
get outdoors with your friends or family, 
and burn a huge amount of calories while 
increasing stamina,” says Upton. 

It’s not a specialist skill, so anyone can 
give it a go, and it’s relatively cheap - 
there’s just a one-off payment on a bike to 
factor in. Upton says that cycling works the 
thighs and often arms hard, as well as being 
a great alternative for those who have joint 
troubles where high impact exercise can 
cause problems. 

6. Rock climbing 

There aren’t many outdoor sports that 
will be as demanding on your body as rock 
climbing. “It can be a real challenge for the 


body as every terrain, route and weather 
condition will be different for each climb,” 
says Harass. “Research has shown that 
climbing requires significant aerobic capac¬ 
ity to maintain position on a rock face and 
anaerobic capacity for the climb.” 

It’s a sport that you’ll will need to have 
a basic level of fitness and grip strength 
to start with, but it can pay dividends on 
your shoulders, legs, abs and even mental 
capacity. There are loads of places to give it 
a go - “more and more indoor rock climbing 
centres are popping up in cities and towns 
all over the world,” says Upton. 

“It’s definitely at the more intense end of 
the activity scale - but try it and I’m sure 
you’ll love it.”

Start student 
life on sound 
footing

MANY young adults are getting their first 
taste of financial freedom as they head off 
to university. 

For many, it will be the first time they have lived 
away from the family home - meaning they’ll have the 
new experience of bills to juggle and budgets to keep 
on top of. 

While this may seem daunting it’s also an opportu¬ 
nity to develop good money habits which could help you 
way beyond student life. 

Here are some tips from Rachel Springall, a finance 
expert at Moneyfacts.co.uk, to get students started. 

1. Pick a suitable student account

Imagined 
chat with 
boy soldier 
now a novel

ON a pilgrimage to the battlefield where 
his great uncle died 100 years ago, John 
Fitzpatrick got into a long chat with the 
17-year-old boy soldier who had unhes¬ 
itatingly answered the nation’s call to 
arms. 

It was a story Private Ben Leeman had not 
been able to tell for a century. 

“Does anyone remember us?” he asked John. John - 
known as Fitz - was able to reassure him on that point. 

Fitz’s pilgrimage earlier this year was real, and now 
that imagined chat, used as a literary device, has been 
turned into a historical novel telling the story of the 
young soldier’s life and experiences, called A Century 
of Silence, and available through Amazon. 

“It is written in an original way, which sets it apart 
from any other book of its kind,” he said. 

Fitz has retraced Ben’s footsteps, and as a former 
serviceman who served in the hotspots of Northern 
Ireland, Iraq, and Afghanistan, he was able to draw on 
a special insight into the feelings the teenager would 
have experienced in battle. 

Ben, from Grimsby, lied about his age to join up at 
the age of 15, serving in the 15th (Bantam) Battalion, 
Notts and Derby 
Regiment, The 
Sherwood Foresters. 

He was killed in 
action during the 
opening days of 
the great German 
spring offensive of 
1918. 

But in 2013 Ben 
Leeman was just a 
name to Fitz, who 
runs Cosford Dog 
Training and lives 
at County Lane, 

Codsall Wood. 

“I knew my Mam 
had an Uncle Ben, 
who her dad - my 
granddad - spoke 
about very rarely 
as he was invaria¬ 
bly overcome with 
grief whenever he 
talked about his 
younger brother and 
his bitterness about 
how his own mother 

never fully recovered from Ben’s death,” he said. 

Nor did he know much about the Great War, but 
everything was to change in 2014 when he and his fa¬ 
ther went on a 70th anniversary trip to Normandy 

At the end of their visit his mother asked if he “fan¬ 
cied taking a trip up to the north of France” to find her 
Uncle Ben’s name on a memorial wall of a cemetery. 

A leisurely detour to Pozieres on the Somme took 
them around 10 hours, but was to have a profound ef¬ 
fect on Fitz, and was to be the first of many visits to 
the area. 

Their “chat,” as described in the book, was during a 
visit to the memorial to mark the centenary of Ben’s 
death, which was on March 24, 1918, at a place called 
Curlu Wood. 

Ben was both a young veteran and a war hero, hav¬ 
ing fought on the Somme and in Flanders, and being 
awarded the Military Medal during the fighting at 
Houthulst Forest in October 1917. 

Fitz is a former RAF Police Warrant Officer, who was 
head of the RAF Special Investigations Branch major 
crime team and then the senior instructor at the Joint 
Service Dog School before retiring in 2013. 

“The book was compiled using family records, public 
and military records, particularly the battalion diary 
of the 15th Battalion and the war diary of the 35th 
Division, and information supplied by amateur histo¬ 
rians, who are real experts on just about everything to 
do with the Great War. The Regimental Museum of 
the Mercian Regiment was also very helpful,” said Fitz. 

“Being a former SIB investigator I never rely on doc¬ 
umentary evidence alone. I have visited all the loca¬ 
tions where Ben served and whenever possible walked 
exactly the same route taken as described in the war 
diary 

“I have a fairly accurate idea of how long it takes to 
tab from Maricourt to Curlu Wood, at 8.30am on March 
24, because I did it myself 100 years after the event. I 
don’t do things by halves. 

“Some of the feelings experienced in battle, attrib¬ 
uted to Ben, are personal. Service in Northern Ireland, 
a long time before any thought was given to a peace 
process, a tour in Iraq, and three tours in Afghanistan 
gave me a bit of insight.”

Where are the rest 
of rare war pictures? 


ME with a twisted machinegun. Me 
at the site of a crashed German 
bomber on Clee Hill. Me looking in 
the cockpit of a Messerschmitt 109 
fighter in a Bridgnorth car park... 

They didn’t call them selfies back in 
those wartime days, but one Shropshire 
schoolboy was amassing a remarkable 
collection of snaps featuring himself cen¬ 
tre stage with some of the weaponry of 
the Nazi war machine which had fetched 
up in the county. 

And now, thanks to Shrewsbury aviation 
historian Michael Davies, we can publish 
some of those fascinating pictures for perhaps 
the first time ever, shedding light on the dark 
and dramatic days of 1940 and 1941 during 
which Shropshire found itself feeling the im¬ 
pact of the raging Blitz. 

“They are amazing pictures,” said Michael. 
“I think they were taken by a local doctor, and 
they are extraordinary, really. Back then they 
did not have film and weren’t allowed to take 
pictures, particularly of crashed German aer¬ 
oplanes. 

“If he was a doctor it would make sense, as 
he had the money and the fuel to run a car, be¬ 
cause that was impossible in those days, and 
he had access to anywhere he wanted to go, 
and took his child with him. In one photo the 
child is holding a bent machinegun” 

Identity 

Unfortunately the identity of the photogra¬ 
pher and the little boy in his school cap who 
features in almost all the photos is not known, 
but as some of the pictures can be pinpointed 
to Bridgnorth and Clee Hill, it seems likely 
they were from that area. 

And whoever it was was able to get to the 
sites in the first place, and had the author¬ 
ity, standing, or plain nerve to take pictures 
openly and without apparent fear of challenge 
by the military. 

There are some tantalising clues to help 
identify them. In one of the snaps, taken at a 
family dinner on Christmas Day in 1944, one 
of the group is wearing a dog collar, so perhaps 
the lad’s granddad was a local vicar. 

Another dated December 31, 1944, is cap¬ 
tioned in the album “Cousin Frank, R.A.A.F. 
of Australia.” Michael has a note that this 
cousin from the Royal Australian Air Force 
was Frank Moran. 

A number of the pictures show the wreckage 
of a crashed German Junkers Ju88 bomber on 
the Clee Hill. One photo is captioned “Hit the 
tree” and another, “Then the Clee” - a de¬ 
scription of how the German crew met death 
and disaster. 

From the evidence of the images, security 
was hardly tight, with various civilians in¬ 
cluding youngsters, and even a dog, milling 
around. This must have been the crash of a 
Ju88 on a bombing raid on Birmingham near 
the Wicket on Brown Clee Hill on April 1, 
1941, while flying in low cloud, killing all four 
crew. According to Pancake & Prangs, a book 
about Shropshire’s military air crashes by his¬ 
torian Tom Thorne, the aircraft cut a swathe 
through the trees and then exploded on im¬ 
pact. Other pictures were taken on November 
27, 1940, and can be pinpointed by a contem-

porary report in the Bridgnorth Journal to the 
car park of the Majestic cinema, Bridgnorth, 
when the Messerschmitt 109 fighter, and the 
tail fin of a Heinkel III bomber which had 
come down at Monkhopton only 11 days ear¬ 
lier, were put on display for a week to raise 
money for the Bridgnorth District Spitfire 
Fund. 

Over 4,000 people were estimated to have 
gone along, raising £122 12s. 3d for the fund. 
The amount included gate money, and people 
also paid to sit in the cockpit of the German 
fighter. 

On the Saturday, November 30, an RAF 
fighter pilot, a Flight Lieutenant Modley, ad¬ 
dressed a gathering in the car park and also 
described points about the Messerschmitt. 
The fighter, incidentally, will not have crashed 
in Shropshire - it did not have the combat ra¬ 
dius to reach the county. 

The newspaper reports do not describe how 
the German fighter was captured in the first 
place, but the photos show what may be bul¬ 
let holes, and some evidence that it had force- 
landed. Before being brought to Bridgnorth 
- it arrived on the evening of Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 25 - it had been on show in Hereford. 

Michael is now ruing the fact that when 
he was asked to copy the mystery family’s 
photo album by Major Geoffrey Parhtt, the 
man behind setting up Shropshire Regimen¬ 
tal Museum at Shrewsbury Castle, he did not 
ask more questions or make better notes - 
but then he could not have known, for tragic 
reasons, that he had not as much time as he 
thought. 

“I was doing some work for the museum 
for Major Parhtt. He said he had some old 
pictures he wanted copying, potentially for a 
booklet. 

“I saw these extraordinary photographs 
and thought I had to copy them for posterity. 
But then Major Parhtt became ill after that, 
the project was never hnished, and he passed 
away. Obviously I didn’t expect that. 

“I was interested in the pictures of the air¬ 
craft, but there were lots more, a whole album 
of fascinating pictures taken in Shropshire 
during the war, showing people building air 
raid shelters, and family life -1 remember pic¬ 
tures of them going to bed with tin hats on. 
They were superb quality.” 

He thinks the photo album was donated to 
the regimental museum, and seems to recall 
that it was Major Parhtt who told him they 
came from a local doctor. 

Major Parhtt died in 1996, and his widow 
died quite recently. The big question is a sim¬ 
ple one - where are those historic pictures 
now? Sadly, for the moment at least, this rare 
photo album depicting Shropshire at war has 
to be classed as “missing.” 

Peter Duckers became curator of Shrop¬ 
shire Regimental Museum in 1996, not long 
after Michael copied the pictures, and has just 
returned this month as acting curator. He 
has ‘no memory’ of any such photographs in 
the musum’s collection.

“I think it’s very important for me 
to keep learning and studying. I 
go to museums when I get a little 
downtime to see costumes and 
fabrics and see traditional art and 
theatre. It’s part of the learning 
experience to help me grow as 
a professional.” 

When Cirque is on stage, 

Mar is busy backstage. 

A show day usually runs * 
from noon to midnight. 

“One of the girls comes in early but the rest of us come in 
at midday. I oversee the whole operation and make sure 
everything is ready for the artists. I make all the schedules. 
We need to make sure all the costumes, hats and shoes 
are fixed. During the show, we have to be backstage and 
help the artists get ready and get changed. After the show 
we have to collect the dirty laundry. We are working midday 
to midnight.” 

A typical block of shows includes 13 weeks on the road, 
followed by two weeks holiday. That gives Mar the chance 
to return to Spain to see family and friends, or travel 
elsewhere. 

“We’re in Russia at the moment and I’m very surprised 
because I like it a lot. It’s beautiful and Moscow was 
amazing. India is a great country as well and South 
America in on the list for next year - I was also there a 
few years ago and I like it a lot. The textiles are great and 
there’s lots of great wildlife. 

“Cirque is a remarkable job and I wouldn’t change it for 
a minute.”

T here’s no such thing as a day 
in the life of Mar Gonzalez 
Fernandes, the Spanish 
costumier who manages the 
wardrobe for Cirque du Soleil. The 
reason for that is simple - Mar and 
her four-strong team have no fixed 
routine. Every day is different. Each 
day brings new challenges. 

The ladies who are charged with making the world’s 
most exciting and most spectacular stage show look like 
the best looking gig on the planet have to adapt to the 
daily pressures of life on the road, whether that takes them 
to Russia, India, South America or the UK. 

Cirque du Soleil: OVO will be at Arena Birmingham from 
October 3 to 7. 

But today Mar’s in Russia. Soon she’ll be in the UK. 

After that, she’ll be in South America. The food is different, 
the hotels are different, the venues are different and the 
local workers who wash and mend clothes are also very 
different. 

“We are in on the last few days before a 
break,” she says, in perfect English. 

“Everybody is really excited.” 

Mar is part of a permanent / 

team of four and manages the g 
wardrobe for Cirque du Soleil. M 
Her work is supported by two 
locals in each town or city that 
the show visits. “We have more 
than 1,000 pieces of costume 
travelling with us. It’s me and 
then we have a person dedicated 
to shoes, one with costumes, one 4^ 

with hats and two local helpers. 

“One of the best things about working 
with Cirque is that it’s so organised. We travel with our 
own washing machines, dryers, office, painting station 
for shoes, sewing machines and zone with spares for the 
hats. We are a little city travelling every week. We have I 
think three trucks just for the wardrobe. 

“It’s very hard to have a typical day because we move 
so much.” 

But there is some sort of structure. Each Tuesday, the 
circus rolls into town and Mar has to set up 
her wardrobe department and dressing . - 

rooms. Then she has to wash the 


costumes and check the shoes and hats. New shows open 
on Wednesday and Mar has to make sure costumes are 
sparkly and clean for the crowds. Then she teaches the 
local helps how to wash and mend after each performance. 
“It’s never boring,” she says. 

The costumes are designed separately in Montreal 
and seamstresses in Cirque’s head office do most of the 
work, leaving just the finishing to Mar and her team. “They 
develop all the fabrics and patterns and all the costumes. 
Normally, they send the finished costume and we do the 
final touches.” 

Costumes get tremendous wear as acrobats strain and 
stretch to the max. “We give the artists two costumes to 
use because they have so many shows. We check the 
costumes every day and normally need to repair them 
every day. The acrobats do a lot of work and we need

^ to change the costumes every day or repair 

them. 

*- “There are a few important things. The look, of course, 
has to be perfect. But it’s more important for the artist 
to feel safe and then they can do their job. It’s important 
that they can trust us and know that the costumes are 
safe.” 

Travelling the world with the greatest circus on the 
planet sounds like a dream job. Glamour, you’d imagine, 
comes with the ticket price. But the public perception isn’t 
exactly right. 

“It sounds more glamorous than it is. It’s amazing to be 
able to travel and we see amazing things. But it’s hard, 
too, to travel every week. We become friends and travel 
together and live together. It’s very intense but we love it.” 
Mar started her career in commercial fashion and 
r worked as a local, washing and mending,

Audi heads for electric 
future with Formula E 



In 2019, Audi will continue to compete with 
electric power in motorsport. At the same time, 
the manufacturer will prolong its factory-backed 
commitment in the popular DTM touring car series. 

In the 2017/2018 season, Audi was the first German 
auto manufacturer on the Formula E grid. With four 
victories and eleven podiums after 12 races around 
the globe, Audi Sport ABT Schaeffler claimed the 
championship. The commitment in the fully electric 
series experiencing a boom with the participation of 
other manufacturers and partners forms the electric 
pillar of the brand’s motorsport involvement. 

Audi will also continue to be active in the DTM and 
gripping motorsport with internal combustion engines 
in the future. Next year, the DTM will see one of the 
most radical changes in its more than 30-year-history: 
In 2019, modern four-cylinder turbo engines will be 
introduced. In addition, the “Class One” being driven 
by the DTM and the Japanese Super GT will make its 
debut. The new regulations will make it possible to field 
the cars in both championships. It provides the basis 
for the joint races to be held for the first time starting 
in 2019 and increased internationalization. Following 
Mercedes-Benz’ exit, a minimum of three brands being 
represented from 2020 on at the latest will be the 
prerequisite for Audi’s continuing DTM commitment. 


Even sharper and more refined: Lexus 
reimagines the RC luxury sports coupe

A new version of the Lexus RC luxury sports coupe will make 
its global debut at the Paris Motor Show on October 2. Sales 
of the new model will commence from late this year. 

Since its introduction in 2014, the RC has played a major role in 
promoting Lexus’s commitment to delivering a more emotional 
quality in the driving experience provided by its vehicles, with 
its sporty appearance and versatile driving character. The fresh 
new RC retains all the virtues of the current model, but takes 
them to a higher level by adopting the latest evolution of Lexus’s 
signature design language and sharpened driving dynamics 
inspired by the brand’s flagship luxury coupe, the LC. 

The exterior styling remains as sporty as the current model, 
but subtle changes in the details, inspired by Lexus LC design 
cues, imbue it with a new-found elegance. Inside the cabin, 
everything from the high-quality materials to the precise 
layout of controls and gauges was crafted to maximise driving 
pleasure. 

Enhancements have been made to the RC’s aerodynamics, 
tyres and suspension, and there are also improvements to 
engine response and steering feel, all of which reflect the 
“sharper and more refined” drive philosophy that was introduced 
by the LC. The new RC is more stable than ever under a wide 
variety of driving conditions. This provides a high level of driver 
confidence and a reassuringly flat ride quality, making the 
coupe an ideal grand tourer, whether you’re negotiating a twisty 
mountain road or simply making a long-distance commute on 
the open highway. 

Lexus designers sought to maintain the RC’s dynamic coupe 
proportions, while adding a high level of elegance to the exterior. 

Key to achieving this was the addition of distinctive design 
elements, such as a new front bumper corner that flows down 
from the headlamps and a grille mesh pattern comprising 
shapes which gradually transform from top to bottom, creating 
an intriguing visual tension. The vertical arrangement of 
the extra-small triple LED headlamps and new L-shaped 
LED clearance lamps add to the car’s more distinguished 
appearance. 

Air ducts have been added to the corners of the rear bumper, 
resulting in better handling stability and enhanced overall driving 
response. A wider stance and lower centre of gravity reflect the 
car’s high ability to maintain grip in different road conditions. 

The rear combination lamps now house more pronounced 
L-shaped lenses that are a new signature design feature for 
Lexus coupes. 

Eleven different exterior colours will be available for the RC, 
including Naples Yellow and Sky Blue, shades which perfectly 
communicate the car’s dynamic nature. 

The new RC F Sport features the same grille mesh pattern 
on all Lexus F Sport models, together with many other custom 
exterior and interior items that are exclusive to this special grade. 

These include powerfully styled 19-inch alloy wheels, inspired 
by those used by the LS and LC luxury flagship sedan and 
coupe. 

Mind the gender gap! Men are paying 
more than women for car insurance 

The greater number of driving offences 
committed by men is the reason for a 
gap in car insurance prices between 
genders, according to a study. 

Insurance comparison website 
Confused.com found that on average 
women will pay £92 less for insurance 
cover than a man will on an equivalent 
policy, despite a 2012 EU directive 
making it illegal for companies to use 
a person’s gender when calculating 
premiums. 

The average quote for women was 
£701, while men saw an average of £793. 

These figures were based on six million 
insurance quotes carried out by the 
insurer over the summer of 2018. 

Confused.com presented its research 
as a visual experiment on its website, 
breaking down the number and type of 
claims and motoring offences made by 
gender. 

It found that of the 585,000 drivers 
taken to court for motoring offences 
during 2017, 79 per cent were male. 


Thirty per cent of the offences were 
for speeding, comprising 23 per cent 
committed by men and just seven per 
cent by women. 

There’s a similar disparity with 
insurance claims. Men made 65 per 
cent of car insurance claims in 2017, and 
were almost twice as likely to be ‘at fault’ 
when making a claim. In addition, men’s 
claims averaged a total cost of £3,271, 
compared with £3,121 for women - so not 
only do they claim more often but their 
claims are also more expensive. 

Motorsport competitor and Confused, 
com motoring editor Amanda Stretton 
said: “As a female racing driver, I know 
women can hold their own when it 
comes to driving, and data suggests 
that they are in fact safer on the roads. 
This is reflected in the fact that they are 
paying almost £100 less for their car 
insurancepremiums. 

“But regardless of who is paying more, 
men or women, car insurance is a cost 
that is unavoidable for all drivers.”

“The hill was its usual disgust¬ 
ing self, that last ramp taking an 
eternity to climb and leaving us 
all gasping for air at the finish. 
The new chip and tar surface 
seem to have slowed the course 


down considerably, with most 
times seemingly 10-15 seconds 
slower than usual. There were 
some strong rides from some of 
the local youth riders.” 

Second place went to a rider 
who has been showing good 
climbing form this year, Jonny 
Morris winner of the first two 
rounds of the Coaching Revolu¬ 
tions hill climb series. 

Morris was encountering 
the climb for the first time and 
seemed to be kicking himself for 
not riding up it first to get the 
measure of this most vicious of 
events.
